REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL. 


SUMMARY. 
From the point of view of vital statistics in Scotland the year 1939 is 
an outstanding one in several respects. The estimated population 
has passed the 5 million mark for the first time in the history of the 
country. The population has doubled itself in approximately one 
hundred years. The birth-rate, the proportion of illegitimate births 
to total births, the death-rate (with one exception) and the infantile 
mortality-rate are each the lowest ever recorded in Scotland. The 
marriage-rate is, with one exception, the highest on record for Scot- 
land. Statistics relative to still-births are published for the first time 
in this series of Reports, and these include figures relative to the 
distribution and cause of the still-births. = 

The 86,899 children born alive represent, with one exception, the 
lowest number ever recorded in the national statistics of the country, 
and the birth-rate of 17°36 per thousand population represents a 
minimum. The number of living illegitimate births was 5,192. This 
represents 5-97 per cent. of the total living births. Both the number 
of illegitimate births and the proportion which this number repre- 
sents of the total births are the lowest ever recorded in Scotland. — 
The fall in the number of illegitimate births since the beginning of 
the century has been markedly greater proportionately than the fall 
in the total number of births. , 

The excess of the live births in the year over the deaths inidbale 
to 22,486. This figure is very close to the average annual natural 
increase during the previous five years. 

The 46, 2517 marriages are, with the one exception of the year 
1920, when 500 more were registered, the highest number ever 
recorded in any year. The marriage- rate of 9: 24 is, with the single 
exception of the year 1920, also the | highest ever recorded. 

Although the number of deaths at 64,413 is slightly greater than 
those in the previous year, the crude death-rate of 12°87 per thousand 
is with that exception the lowest ever recorded in Scotland, and the 
actual number of deaths is on the same level as the number occurring 
80 years ago when the population was in the neighbourhood of 3 
millions. If the death-rate is corrected to'allow for the ageing of the 
population, it is found that such corrected death-rate is the lowest 
ever recorded in this country. The increase in the number of deaths 
in 1939 compared with the number in 1938 is accounted for by the 
excess mortality in the first quarter of 1939. In the remaining: 
nine months of 1939 the deaths were fewer than in the corresponding 
period of 1938. 
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The number of children (5,955) who died during their first year of 
age is the smallest number ever recorded and, notwithstanding the 
reduced number of births, represents the lowest rate of infantile 
mortality ever recorded in Scotland. 

The death-rate from the principal epidemic diseases as a whole 
(41 per 100,000) was the same as in the previous year, which was the 
lowest on record for Scotland. Deaths from influenza were more 
numerous than in 1938, although fewer than the five years’ average. 
Deaths from measles and from scarlet fever, numbering respectively 
only 15 and 47, were each fewer than in any previous year. 

The death-rate from tuberculosis, 70 per 100,000, was very 
slightly above that for the previous year (69). 

In the individual causes of death heart disease shows an increase 
of 1,344 deaths, representing an excess of 9°5 per cent. over the 1938 
figure ; cerebral hamorrhage and allied conditions show an increase 
of 506, which represents an increase of 8 per cent. over the number 
for 1938. The deaths from violence also show a considerable increase 
of 534, which represents an increase of 19 per cent. over the previous 
year’s figure. This excess is to a very great extent due to road 
accidents, which showed a large increase in the last four months of 
the year. The principal cause showing a significant drop in the 
number of deaths is pneumonia, which is 883 fewer than in the 
previous year, representing a reduction of about 23 per cent. The 
number of deaths from malignant disease also shows a small decline 
compared with those of the previous year, and if allowance is made 
for the ageing of the population the standardised rate is definitely 
lower than that for the previous year, and is about the same level as 
it was in 1931. An examination of the standardised death-rate from 
this disease during the past nine years does not indicate any material 
change either upwards or downwards, The variations compared with 
1938 in the number of deaths from other causes are unimportant. 

There were 390 deaths associated with pregnancy and childbirth, 
and this represents the smallest number of such deaths ever recorded 
in Scotland. Not only is the number of deaths the smallest, but the 
proportion of deaths in relation to births also represents a minimum 
figure. 

. A special Appendix is added to the Report dealing with the 
statistics which have emerged from the operation of the Registration 
of Still-Births Act, which came into force on the Ist of January 1939. 
Tables are produced indicating the distribution of still - births 
according to cause and according to the age of mother ; also in relation 
to other factors which enter into the problem. As these are published 
for the first time, it is considered that the figures have a very special 

statistical and medical value. The total number of still-births 

recorded was 3,832, representing a rate of 42 per thousand of the 
total number of children born, including the still-born. It is found 
that this proportion increases generally with the age of the mother. 
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POPULATION. 


The population of Scotland is estimated to have been 5,006,700 
on 30th June 1939. The outbreak of war early in September affected 
the distribution of the population in three ways, first, by the enlist- 
ment of men in the armed forces and of women in the auxiliary 
services ; second by a local redistribution of labour to meet war con- 
ditions ; and third, by the transfer of civilians (principally of children) 
front certain evacuation areas, with consequent increase of popula- 
tion in the reception areas. The first two factors may be assumed 
to have become more and more important as the months went past, 
but by the end of the year a considerable proportion of those 
evacuated immediately before or shortly after the outbreak of war 
had returned to their normal! residence. All births and deaths occur- 
ring among the evacuated population were credited to the area of 
usual residence and not to the temporary residence, and the popula- 
tion used in the calculation of rates is based on the pre-war estimated 
distribution, i.e., as at 30th June. For the purposes of this Report 
it was found possible to make only limited use of the figures produced 
by the taking of the National Register on 29th September. In the 
case of the evacuation areas the population according to the National 
Register (which related to the civil population) was ‘considerably less 
than that estimated as at the middle of the year, while the converse 
was true in the case of the reception areas. In all areas, whether 
Evacuation, Reception or Neutral,* the National Register population 
excluded men serving in the armed forces, and thus the population 
enumerated. in the country as a whole was less than the mid-1939 
estimate, which included the total population. Births and deaths are 
allocated to the usual residence, and population estimates as stated 
above were calculated as at 30th June 1939. Deaths of persons 
serving m H.M. Forces are not included in any local statistics, 
although included in the totals for Scotland. This has the effect of 
slightly lowering all local death-rates, but as the population whose

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deaths are excluded consists mainly of selected young lives, the effect 
on the local death-rate is probably slight. 3 

Comparison between the population estimates for Scotland as. at 
the middle of 1939 and the population obtained from the National 
Register is vitiated by the fact that the precise number of mei’ 
previously resident in Scotland who at the time of National Registra- 
tion were in the armed forces of the Crown is not readily available, 
but from calculations which have been made it would appear that the 
difference between the estimate and the National Register total in 
the case of males, after allowance is made for difference of date and 
for exclusion of the armed forces from the National Register, is pro- 
bably less than 1 per thousand. This difference is more marked in 
the case of females, but there is reason-to believe that some part of 
the excess of females who were enumerated in the National Register 
may be due to temporary residence in Scotland of persons normally 
resident elsewhere. 

The total population as estimated at the middle of 1939 was 
5,006,700, of whom 2,412,200 were males and 2,594,500 were 
females. This represents a net increase of about 13,600 .com- 
pared with that for the previous year. This increase is greater 
than was recorded for the year 1937, but it is less than in any 
other year since 1931. The principal factor in the increase is the 
excess of births over deaths, which amounted to 22,858, and there 
was also a continuation, although on a smaller scale, of the inward 
balance into Scotland from overseas migration, but on the other hand 
there is reason to suppose that unrecorded net outward migration, 
principally to England, still continued at a high figure prior, at least, 
to the outbreak of war. This migration has in recent years con- 
siderably exceeded the small inward balance of overseas migration. 
For the greater part of the ten years between the Censuses of 1921 
and 1931 the population of Scotland was declining on account of very 
large emigration, principally overseas, but this decline appears to 
have been arrested about the year 1930. While these estimates of 
population have shown an increase for each year since 1930, the 
annual increase, which was at a maximun: (for recent years) between 
1931 and 1932, when it amounted to about 40,000, was smaller in each 
successive year until 1937, when it was only slightly over 10,000. As 
already indicated, the increase for 1938-39 is about 13,600. It is’ 
worthy of notice that the éstimated population of Scotland exceeded 
5,000 ,000 for the first time in the history of the country. The popula- 
tion would appear to have approximately doubled in one hundred - 
years. 

BIRTHS. 


The number of living children whose births were registered in 
Scotland during the year 1939 was 86,899, of whom 44,712 were 
maies and 42,187 females. The sex ratio is thus 1,060 males per 
thousand females. This masculinity figure is higher than in any year 
since 1933, when it was at the maximum recorded figure-of 1,072. 
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With that single exception 1939 shows the highest ratio recorded 
for Scotland since 1919. This ratio moves within comparatively 
narrow limits, the lowest ever recorded for Scotland being 1,032 in 
1905. (Tables 1 and 2.) 
~The birth-rate for the year 1939 was 17°36 per thousand, being 0°39 
less than in the previous year and 0-45 below the mean of the rates for 
the five preceding ‘years. It is the lowest birth-rate ever recorded in 
Scotland, the previous lowest having been 17-62 in 1933. Since the 
year 1876, when the birth-rate was 35-62—the highest since the 
institution of national registration in Scotland in 1853—the general 
trend, apart from minor fluctuations, has been steadily downwards. 
In five of the years since 1933 the rate has been actually less than 
one-half of the recorded maximum. Following 1933 when, as already 
stated, the rate reached its previous minimum, the birth-rate showed 
little variation for five years, moving within the comparatively 
narrow limits of 18-0 and 17-6. This steadiness may be related to 
the consistently high marriage-rates which have been a feature of 
the past few years. The deciine of the birth-rate observed in 1939 as 
compared with 1938 is the greatest yearly fall during the past six 
years, and has followed a year showing the highest marriage-rate 
previously recorded since the very high post-war ‘rates of 1919-1921. 
It has been observed that for ten years from about 1924 the trend of 
the birth-rate for Scotland tended to follow that of the years immedi- 
ately preceding the war of 1914-18, but since 1934 the birth-rates 
have been distinctly higher than might have been expected had this 
trend continued. Even the rate for 1939, although the lowest on 
record, is distinctly higher than that indicated by this trend. 
Variations of the birth-rate may also be studied along the lines 
indicated in Table 7, that is, in relation to the number ‘of females 
aged 15-44 and (for legitimate births only) in relation to numbers of 
married women aged under 45 years. Table B (1), based on the three

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years round each Census, illustrates under each standard the fall 
which has taken place. 

It will be seen that for the entire period 1861 to 1931 there is 
little difference in the percentage declines (44°6 and 46-5 respectively) 
by the two standards, while judged by the crude birth-rate (births per 
thousand population) the decline is 45:5 per cent. No allowance is 
made in this table for any influence which a change in the proportions 
of women at the earlier and therefore more fertile ages may have had 
on the rates, but it i@estimated that this would only account for 
about 8 per cent. of the’decline. The Annual Report for 1908 con- 
tained a special supplement in which this factor was allowed for, but 
its influence was found to be comparatively slight, the decline between 
1861 and 1901 (single years in each case) being then found to be 
14-9 per cent. without such allowance and 13:4 per cent. with that 
allowance. It will be seen from the above table that measured by 
the three-yearly periods round each Census the rate of decline for the 
10-yearly interval is on the increase, being (for legitimate births) 4:6 
per cent. in 1891, 8:3 per cent. in 1901, 14:2 per cent. in 1911 and 
14-9 per cent. per decennium for the twenty-year period 1911 to 1931. 
(The period of abnormal birth-rates following the war of 1914-1918 
makes comparisons with 1921 rather misleading.) It will be observed, 
however, that wile acceleration of the rate of decline was marked 
between 1871 and 1911 the mean rate of decline for the twenty years 
ending in 1931 was practically the same as for 1901-11. 

Similar rates have been worked out for each year since 1931, but 
as they are dependent on age estimates they do not have the authority 
of rates based on observations round a Census date. The rates in the 
last column as previously published have been revised to harmonise 
with rates based on the numbers of married women under 45 years of 
age as ascertained for purposes of National Registration in 1939. 
The rates are as follow :—

It will be observed that the crude birth-rate and the number of 
births per thousand women of child bearing age run almost parallel, 
although the fall from year to year is rather more pronounced in the 
latter rate in 1939. The legitimate birth-rate per thousand married 
women, however, shows a much more pronounced rate of fall, and 
this is especially noticeable in the last year, for which the numbers 
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of married women found at the taking of the National Register on 
September 29th have been used. As this number included the rather 
abnormal number of women married earlier in the same year and 
especially in September, the éffect is to depreciate rather unduly the 
legitimate birth-rate, possibly by something between 0°5 and 1-0 per 
thousand married women. This table would seem to confirm the view 
(page x) that the comparative steadiness of the crude birth-rate 
during the past few years may be due to the increasing proportion of 
mar ried women of child bearing ages among the population, which 
again is due to the comparatively high marriage-rates of recent years. 
The birth-rate for the year was 17-91 in the large burghs, 16:22 in 
the small burghs and 16°91 in the landward districts. In the previous 
year these rates were 1837, 16:39 and 17-30 respectively. The 
decline has therefore been rather more marked in the large burghs 
and in the landward area than in the small burghs. Of the total 
number of births 569 per cent. were registered in the large burghs, 
14:3 per cent. in the small burghs and 28: 5 per cent. in the landw ard 
districts. Changes in these percentages from year to year are gener- 
ally small, but when compared with those recorded in 1931 it is ‘found 
that the percentage for the large burghs is the same, that for small 
burghs is 0-7 more while that for the landward districts is 0-7 less. 
In the case of births and deaths, but not of marriages, all local rates 
quoted in this Report have been corrected by transfer to place of 
usual residence, if in Scotland. (Table B (2).)

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The geographical variations in the birth-rate will be seen in 
greater detail in Tables 4 to 6. In counties, including all burghs, the 
rate ranged from 19-4 in Wigtown, 19-2 in Lanark, 18-8 in West 
Lothian and 18-0 in Renfrew, to 13-4 in Roxburgh, 12°5 in Selkirk, 
12°3 in Peebles and 12:2 in Bute. In the large burghs the highest 
rates were 25:5 in Port-Glasgow, 22:2 in Coatbridge, 21°6 in Hamil- 
ton and 21-5 in Airdrie, while the lowest were 15:7 in Falkirk, 15:5 
in Edinburgh and in Perth, 14:4 in Arbroath and 13°8 in Rutherglen. 
In small burghs with populations of 5,000 and over this rate ranged 
from 24°4 in Ardrossan, 23-2 in Kilwinning, 23:1 in Saltcoats and 
22-9 in Campbeltown, to 10:9 in Troon, 10°8 in Largs and in Peebles 
and 10:4 in Selkirk. In the landward areas of counties it ranged 
from 19-2 in Lanark, 19:1 in Wigtown, 18-9 in Moray and 188 in 
Ayr, to 13-0 in Zetland, 12'8 in Roxburgh, 11:9 in Peebles and 10-5 
in Bute. (Tables 4-6.) 

The monthly birth-rate ranged from 19-6 in May, 19:3 in June 
and 17-9 in April, to 16-7 in August and in October, 15-9 in December 
and 15-7 in November. Compared with the rates for the correspond- 
ing months of the previous year, decreases wére observed in each 
month from January to April and also in August, in November and 
in December. The rate for May was the same but increases were 
observed in each month from June to October, with the single 
exception of August. The greatest increase was one of 0°5 in June 
and the largest decreases were 1:3 in February and 1°5 in April. 
(Table 34.) 

The geographical variations may be more accurately determined 
if measured according to the number of births per thousand women 
aged 15-44 years, as the age distribution of the female population 
varies considerably according to locality. These rates are shown in 
Table C and the numbers of women for Scotland as a whole are baséd 
on the numbers as found at the taking of the National Register. So 
measured the rate is highest in the landward areas (77-0 births per 
thousand women aged 15-44), while it is 71:0 in the large burghs and 
67-4 in the small burghs, the rate for the whole of Scotland being 
72:1.

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Table 7 shows the number of legitimate births per thousand 
married women aged under 45. Here also the number of women in 
Scotland is based on the results obtained from the National Register, 
with estimated local distribution. The rate so obtained for Scotland 
is 142-7 births per thousand married women under age 45. This isa 
more satisfactory index of the local variations of the legitimate birth- 

rate than is furnished by the crude birth-rate, as it allows for the 
fact that the proportion of married women is much higher in some 
areas than in others. So measured the legitimate birth-rate (i.e. per > 
thousand married women aged under 45 years) i is highest in the land- 
ward areas (149-4), followed by 141-2 in the large burghs and 136°5 
in the small burghs. The rate is thus lowest in ‘the small burehs by 
all three standards mentioned. It ought to be borne in mind, how- 
ever, that there are large industrial areas which, not being included 
within the boundaries of any burgh, are nominally ‘* landward ”’ — 
areas, although they are essentially urban in character and may 
contain a younger population than is normally found in typically 
rural areas. The use of the rate per thousand married women 
modifies considerably the relative position of many areas from that 
shown in the crude birth-rates of Table 4. Thus the highest rates 
(by this standard) in the counties (Table 7) are 188-4 in Sutherland, 
1843 in Ross and Cromarty, 174-7 in Nairn and 171°3 in Orkney. In 
each of these counties the crude birth-rate is lower than. that for 
Scotland as a whole, except in the case of Nairn, where the crude 
rate is fractionally higher. Among the large burghs the rate was 
highest in Port-Glasgow (207-7 per thousand), in Coatbridge (178°6), 
in Airdrie (167-3), in ‘Hamilton (165-8) and in Greenock (161: 5). The 
highest crude birth-rates are also found in these five burghs, and in 
almost the same order. In the counties the lowest rates are found in 
Roxburgh (120°6), in Berwick (114°6), in Peebles (109-5) and in 
Selkirk (109-0). In each of these counties the crude birth-rate was 
much below the average for Scotland. In the large burghs the lowest 
birth-rates in this series were 125°5 in Dunfermline, 125-1 in 
Dumfries, 120°6 in Falkirk and 116-1 in Rutherglen. In Dunferni- 
line the crude birth-rate was the same as in the whole of Scotland, 
but in the other three burghs it was below the national figure. 
(Table 7.) ; 
3 The total number of women who gave birth to living ffildren 

during the year was 85,776, of whom 84,667 or 98°70 per cent. gave 
birth to single children, 1,095 or 1-28 per cent. to twin children and 
14 or 0:02 per cent. to triplet children. These numbers refer solely 
to living children. Thus the cases of single birth include those of 
twin birth in which only one of the children was born alive. Prior 
to the passing of the Registration of Still-Births (Scotland) Act, 
1938, births of still-born children were not registered in Scotland, 
but in Appendix VI will be found an analysis of the still-births regis- 
tered in accordance with the provisions of that Act in 1939, and this 
analysis includes further particulars regarding multiple births, 
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whether living or still. Limiting observations to living-born children, 
the proportion of mothers who gave birth to two or more children was 
1:29 per cent. of the number who gave birth to at least one living 
child. This is the largest percentage recorded in Scotland since 1930, 
when it was 1°37. The average for the five preceding years was 1:21. 
As has been indicated in previous Reports this percentage had since 
1855 shown quite a remarkably well defined trend. Between 1855 
and 1875 the quinquennial average was invariably 1-20 or over, but 
from 1876 to 1900 it was never greater than 1:20, and‘in only two 
individual years was it as high as 1:20. From 1901 to 1920 the 
tendency was for the proportion of multiple births to increase, and in 
the five years 1916 to 1920 the percentage was as high as 1°39, being 
1:53 in 1919. Since then, until 1938, the tendency has been towards 
a diminution so that the proportion for 1939 represents an appreciable 
change of trend. Between 1855 and 1875 the mean proportion was 
1:23, but in the following 25 years it was only 1:15, while in the 
following 30 years the mean value was 1°31. The percentage for 
1939 is 0-08 above that for the previous year and is almost equal 
to the average for 1901 to 1930. It must be kept in mind that 
the numbers in this paragraph refer to living born children only. 
(Tables 1 and 2.) 


Illegitimate Births.—These numbered 5,192 (living children 
only) and constituted 5-97 per cent. of the total living births, as 
against 5,449 and 6:15 in the previous year. Both number and rate 
are the lowest ever recorded in Scotland. The rate is 0°47 below the 
mean of the rates for the five preceding years. In the large burghs it 
was 5°50, in the small burghs 5-71 and in the Jandward districts 7-05. 
Taken as the rate per thousand unmarried women and widows aged 
15-44, this rate for Scotland is 8-2, for the large burghs 7:4, for the 
small burghs 7:2 and for the landward areas 10-4. (Tables 1, 2, 4 
and 7.) 


International Birth-rates.— Owing to the international situation 
rates are available for only a very limited number of countries, and 
these are shown below. As will be observed, compared with the 
Scottish birth-rate of 17-4 per thousand, that of England and Wales 
is 2°4 less, that of Northern Ireland 2:1 more and that of Fire 1-7 
more.

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MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered in Scotland during the year numbered 
46,257, which is 7,541 more than in the previous year. The 
marriage-rate is 9°24 per thousand, which is 1:49 more than in the 
previous year and 1°59 more than the mean of the rates for the 
previous five years. With the single exception of the rate for 1920, 
which was 9°61, it is the highest marriage-rate ever recorded in 
Scotland. This abnormal marriage-rate followed a period of five 
years in each of which the marriage-rate had been higher than in any 
since the three years immediately following the war of 1914-18, and 
the mean rate for the three years 1936-38 had been higher than in 
any previous triennial period, 1919-21 alone excepted. (Tables 1 
and 2.) 

The marriage-rate was highest in the large burghs (11:00) and 
lowest in the landward areas (6:08), while in the small burghs it was 
8:99 (Table D). Compared with the rates for the previous year the 
rate in the large burghs is more by 1:92, in the small burghs by 1:39 
and in the landward areas by 0°68. For individual geographical areas 
the rates are shown in Tables 4 to 6. As already indicated, the 
numbers referring to marriages have not been corrected in any way 
for transfer to place of usual residence. The high rate in the large 
burghs is to some extent due to the tendency to resort to these areas 
for the purpose of celebrating marriages, especially irregular 
marriages. 

The outbreak of war early in September was followed by an 
immediate and striking rise in the number of marriages. Thus 
compared with the numbers registered in the corresponding months 
of the previous year, those in September were 2,890 more, those in 
October 1,628 more, those in November 844 more and those in 
December 1,017 more. For the first eight months of the year the 
marriage-rate was 8:0 as compared with 7:7 in the corresponding 
period of 1938, but in the last four months it was 11:8 as compared

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with 8-0. The usual incidence of rates between the various months 
was thus upset, but for the first eight months of the year, when con- 
ditions were normal, the marriage-rate ranged from 13-6 in July and 
10-9 in June to 4-4 in March and 4:2 in May. The marriage-rate of 
16:1 per thousand in September was considerably higher than any 
monthly marriage-rate ever recorded in Scotland. Compared with 
the rates for the previous year, that for July was 1:9 higher and that 
for April was 0°7 higher, but that for March was 0:9 lower. (Table 
34.) 

Compared with the Scottish marriage-rate of 9°2 per thousand 
that for England and Wales is 10-6, for Northern Ireland 6:8, and for 
Eiré 5-2. Marriage-rates for various countries, so far as available, 
are given in the following table :—

Divorce. — By decrees pronounced in Scotland during the year 879 
marriages were terminated ,877 by divorce and 2 by decrees of nullity. 
Of these, 776 affected marriages registered in Scotland and 103 
affected marriages registered elsewhere. As the Divorce (Scotland) 
Act, 1938, came into force during that year, 1939 is the first year in 
which it was in full operation. The trend of these figures over the 
whole period of registration has been upwards, increasing steadily 
from an annual average of 17 in 1855-64 and 14 in 1865-74 to one of 
458 in 1915-24, with a previous maximum of 829 in 1919. For the ten 
years 1925-34 this average shows a small increase to 488, and the 
number in 1938 was 300 above that average while that for 1939 is 391 
above, being 80 per cent. above that decennial average. The number 
of divorces in 1939 is 50 more than in 1919, when the maximum for all 
preceding years was recorded. But in considering this increase, 
some allowance must be made for the additional facilities furnished 
by the Act of 1938. (Table E.)

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DEATHS. 


Deaths registered during the year 1939 numbered 64,413, the 
annual rate per thousand being 12:87. This rate is 0-26 above that 
for the previous year but is 0°33 below the mean of the rates for the 
- five preceding years. Apart from that in 1938 it is the lowest death- 
rate ever recorded in Scotland. Among males the death-rate was 
13°68 and among females 12:11. Compared with the rates for the 
previous year the male death-rate is more by 0:46 and the female 
death-rate more by 0:07. Apart from slight annual variations the 
general trend of the death-rate for both sexes since the early days of 
registration has until recent years been steadily downwards, death- 
rates of over 23 per thousand having been recorded in 1864 (a 
maximum of 23°58), in.1874 and in 1875. In 1923 the death-rate was 
12-95 and this remained the lowest on record for Scotland until 1934 
when the rate fell to 12°92, but thereafter there was a slight but 
definite increase in the rate, which in 1935 rose to 13:19, in 1936 to 
13°44 and in 1937 to 13°85, the last named being the highest death- 
rate which had been recorded in Scotland since 1929. In 1938, 
however, there was a marked decline to 12°61 and the rate for 1939 
is but 0-26 greater, and this increase is practically accounted for by 
an excess in the first quarter of the year, when the rate in 1938 was 
exceptionally low. The death- rates for the other quarters showed 
little change as compared with those for 1938. 

As the general death-rate, after the years of childhood, increases 
with age, it follows that, other things being equal, the death-rate will 
tend to increase as the average age of the population increases. Both 
in 1921 and 1931 it was found that the population was on the average 
older. by almost two years than at the preceding Census, and this 
increase appears to be continuing. The effect of differences in age 
and sex distribution may be eliminated by standardising the death- 
rates. By applying the ascertained death-rates for each sex at the 
various age-periods to a standard population, a standard death-rate 
for both sexes at all ages is obtained which represents a death-rate 
which would have resulted (at current death-rates) if the population 
had been distributed between the two sexes and in the age-groups in 
the same relative proportion as is found in the standard population. 
Such rates are appended according to two standard populations in 
common use—(a) based on that for England and Wales in 1901, and 
(b) based on a composite population totalling nearly 220 millions, repre- 
senting various countries of Europe (including the United Kingdom) 
according to the Census nearest to 1900, as selected by the Inter- 
national Statistical Institute. It will be understood that death-rates 
so standardised are of most value when they are based on death-rates 
in a Census year or in a group of years surrounding a Census, and 
the following rates are subject to the qualification that all standard- 
ised rates except those for 1931 are based on estimates of the age 
distribution of the population,

The ao it of England and Wales in 1901 ineluded. a 
relatively small proportion “of infants and of old people, and this 
standard is therefore conducive to low standardised mortalities. It 
will be seen that in 1931 (as well as in years following) the death-rate 
by standard (b) was much nearer to the crude death-rate than that by 
standard (a). But whatever the standard, the results are broadly 
comparable with others in the same series over a number of years. 
Thus, while between 1931 and 1939 the crude death-rate in Scotland 
declined by 2°9 per cent., the decline was 11°8 per cent. by standard 
(a) and 10°8 per cent. by standard (b). The real decline in the 
death-rate was thus about four times as preat as is indicated by the 
crude death-rate. It will be seen that compared with the standard- 
ised rate for the previous year the death-rate for 1939 shows a small 
decline, despite an increase in the crude death-rate. 

Comparison of the mortality-rates in the three large aggregates 
of districts shows a direct relationship to urbanisation. When 
the crude death-rate, i.e., the rate shown only as “‘ corrected for 
transfers ’’ to place of usual residence, is taken as a standard for 
comparison this relationship is not so apparent, but when these rates 
are standardised for differences in age and sex constitution from the

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population of Scotland as a whole in 1931 the excess mortality in 
urban as compared with rural areas is marked. In the landward 
areas the crude death-rate was 12:29 and the standardised 11°53, in 
the small burghs the crude rate was 13°36 and the standardised 12:20, 
while in the large burghs the crude rate was 12°99 and the standard- 
ised 13°86. (Table F, ) 


LOCAL DEATH-RATES (STANDARDISED). 


In the counties, inclusive of all burghs, the highest death-rates 
(standardised to population of Scotland in 1931) were 14°6 in Lanark, 
13-4 in Renfrew and 13:0 in Bute, in Peebles and in Wigtown, and 
the lowest were 10°8 in Ross and Cromarty. 10:7 in Moray, 10:1 in 
Kincardine and in Sutherland and 9-9 in Nairn. In the large burghs - 
taken individually the rate ranged from 16:3 in Port-Glasgow, 15:1 
in Motherwell and Wishaw, 15:0 in Glasgow and 14-9 in Coatbridge 
to 12:4 in Falkirk and in Stirling, 11°8 in Arbroath, 11:7 in Aberdeen 
and 11:3 in Dunfermline. In small burghs with populations of 5,000 
and over the highest rates were 169 in Armadale, 15-6 in Barrhead, 
15-5 in Stranraer and 15:0 in Kilwinning and the lowest 10-7 in 
Kirkintilloch, 10°3 in Fraserburgh, 10:1 in Montrose, 9:2 in Burnt- 
island, 8-8 in Lerwick and 7:5 in Cupar. In the landward areas of 
counties the rate ranged from 13°3 in Lanark, 13:1 in Clackmannan, 
12°6 in Peebles and 12:4 in Dunbarton, in Stirling and in West 
Lothian, to 10-1 in Aberdeen, 10-0 in Sutherland, 9°5 in Kincardine 
and 9:lin Nairn. (Tables 4 to 6.) 3 

For the country as a whole the monthly death-rate ranged from 
17°6 in January, 15:3 in February and 13-2 in March, in May and in 
December, to 10-7 in July and 10°6 in August. Compared with the 
rates for the previous year there was an increase of 1°9 in January 
and in February and of 1:2 in October, while there was a decline of 
1:3 in December. Other changes were of minor character, but the 
death-rate in each month from J une to September was lower than mn 
1938. (Table 34.) 

The following table gives the crude death-rates of various 
countries, so far as available, but while these rates give a general 
indication of the mortality in these countries they are not standard- 
ised in any way for differences in age and sex distribution. Compared 
with the Scottish death-rate of 12-9 per thousand, that for England 
and Wales is 08 less, that for Northern Ireland is 0:7 more and that 
for Hire is 1:3 more. The rates available are as follows :—

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Age and Sex.— The death-rates in Scotland by separate age and 
sex groups show generally the differences usually found, nainely, 
higher male than female mortality at each age period, and the 
characteristic increase of the mortality-rates with age after the 
period of childhood has been passed. ‘Table G (1) shows the popula- 
tion estimates by age periods on which the rates for 1939 have been 
calculated, those estimates being based, as in the previous year, on 
the numbers found at the Census of 1931, corrected for the inter- 
vening excess of births over deaths and with an allow ance at various 
ages for migration. In ‘Table G (2) there are shown for each sex the 
death- rates in each age group which have been recorded for each 
quinquennial period from 1911-15 to 1931-35, together with the 
rates for each individual calendar year since 1931. This table, there- 
fore, gives an indication of the improvement in mortality at each age 
group during a period of more than 25 years. Apart from the final 
age group, for which comparative rates are not available for the 
entire series, mortality throughout this period: has fallen in each 
separate group. This change is specially marked among children 
aged from 1 to 4 years, at which age the mortality in 1939 was only 
one quarter of the corresponding rate in 1911-15. The improvement 
in the rate diminishes generally with increase of ave, the rates at the 
highest ages showing only acomparatively small decline, with even an 
apparent increase at ages over 85. The rates for these ages are, how- 
ever, of less reliability as the period elapsed since 1931, the | Census year, 
increases. Comparing the rates for 1939 with those for the previous 
year, the death-rate among males shows a striking decrease from 7:0 
to 48 among children aged 1 and under 5; between 5 and 44 the rate 
at each age period is unchanged, and there are slight increases 
elsewhere. Among females there is also a satisfactory decrease (from 
62 to 4:1) among children aged from 1 to 5, but there are also slight 
decreases at every other age group under 45, except at 25-34, for 
which the two rates are identical. There are minor increases at all 
other age-groups, except 55-64. In Table 19 will be found the death- 
rates (both sexes combined) for each age period in each of the three 
groups of districts. In every case the highest death-rate is found jn 
the large burghs, while the rate in the landward areas is less than in 

the small burghs, except at ages 15 to 84. (Table 19.)

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Infantile Mortality.— Deaths of children aged under one year 
numbered 5,955 and, as live births numbered 86,899, the infantile 
mortality-rate for the year is 68°5 per thousand live births, that for 
males being 77-4 and that for females 59-1. Compared with the 
previous year the rate for both sexes combined is 1:0 less, that for 
males being 0°8 more and that for females 3-0 less. The rate for both 
sexes combined is 8°8 below the average for the five preceding years. 
It is the lowest infantile mortality-rate yet recorded for Scotland. 
Up to and including 1915 this rate was invariably over 100, but since» 
that year it has exceeded 100 on only 3 occasions. Apart from com- 
paratively small year-to-year variations the tendency has been fairly 
steadily downwards since the beginning of the century, although the 
rates for 1936 and 1937 were both higher than those for the two years 
nnmediately preceding, but in 1938 the rate fell to 69°5, which was 
then the lowest rate recorded for Scotland. The previous lowest was 
76°8 in 1935, although the very low rate of 78°9 in 1923 remained the 
lowest on record for 11 years following. As is usually the case the 
rate in 1939 was highest in the large. burghs, where it was 75, as 
compared with 58 in the small burghs and 60 in the landward 
districts. Compared with the previous year the rate is less by 2 in 
the large burghs and by 5 in the small burghs, but in the landward 
areas it is greater by 1. In the individual large burghs the rate 
ranged from 102 in Port Glasgow, 96 in Coatbri dee, 91 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw and in Paisley and 88 in Greenock, ‘to 59 in Edinburgh, 
in Aberdeen and in Dumbarton, 58 in Dunfermline and 34 in 
Rutherglen. In Glasgow the rate was 80 and in Dundee 74. In the 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, the rate ranged from 93 in Clack- 
mannan, 82 in Kinross, 75 in Bute and 74 in Lanark and in 
Midlothian, to 41 in Ross and Cromarty, 40 in Zetland, 34 in Na alr 
and 21 in Sutherland. (Tables 1, 2 and 4.)- 

The rate ranged from 98 in January, 95 in February, 73 m March 
and 72 in October, to 58 in July and in September and 54 in June and

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in August. Compared with the corresponding rates for the previous 
year, the most marked changes are increases of 19 in February and of 
10 in October, with decreases of 21 in December, 9 in June and 7 in 
November. (Table 34.) 

Among legitimate children the infantile mortality-rate was 67 
per thousand | live legitimate births for Scotland as a whole. In 
the large burghs this rate was 73 and in the rest of Scotland 58. 
These rates are substantially. the same as in the previous year. 
The rate among illegitimate children was 96 for Scotland, 110 for 
the large burghs and 80 for the rest of Scotland. In 1938 the 
rates for illegitimate children were 109, 127 and 91 respectively. 
While there has been only a comparatively small decline during 
the past year in the rate among legitimate children, there has been, 
for the second year in succession, a considerable decline in the rate 
among illegitimate children. In 1937 this rate was 122, against 96 
in 1939, a decline of fully 20 per cent. in two years. The experience 
of the years 1937 to 1939 indicates that the excess mortality among 
illegitimate children is at its maximum (about 80 per cent.) between 
the ages of 1 week and 2 months. At ages over six months but under 
twelve months the excess falls to about 80 per cent., while in 1939 
the rate among illegitimate children at ages over 9 months was 
equal to that for all children. The infantile mortality for each county 
and large burgh is published for each of nine age groups under one 
year in Table 33, but it must be kept in mind that the comparative 
paucity of numbers detracts from the significance of some of these 
rates. Further details regarding infant deaths, by smaller age 
periods (weeks, months, &c.) and by cause of death, will be found 
on page xl. (Table 33.) 

Compared with the infantile mortality rate of 69 for Scotland, 
that for England and Wales is 19 less, that for Northern Ireland is 1 
more, and that for Eire is 4 less. Rates for certain other countries 

are included in the following table :—

Centenarians.—Nine deaths of reputed centenarians were regis- 
tered during 1939, one being that of a male and the other eight of 
females. The age was verified as being at least 100 years in the case 
of five females, all of whom were widows, but proof of age was 
lacking in the case of the others. The five females whose ages were 
verified were aged respectively 100, 101, 102, 103 and 106 years and 
203 days. Since 1910, when this series of special investigations was 
commenced, only three cases of greater age than the last named have 
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been verified. In that period 404 deaths have been registered as 
those of centenarians, 66 being of males and 338 of females. The 
age has been verified as being at least 100 years in 213 cases, in 74 
the evidence was rather against the claim, while in 117 cases no 
satisfactory evidence of age could be obtained. The proportion of 
ages verified as being at least 100 years has increased steadily and 
has exceeded 60 per cent. in the last ten years or thereby. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 64,413 deaths registered in 1939, 64,241 or 99-7 per cent. 
were certified as to cause by a registered medical practitioner or by 
Procurator-Fiscal’s report, and 172, or 0°3 per cent. , were uncertified. 
The latter number is the lowest on ‘record, being 9 less than in 1938, 
which was the lowest recorded up to that year. It is in marked 
contrast to the numbers recorded 50-60 years ago, when the annual 
average number of uncertified causes was over 6,000. Of the 172 
uncertified cases, 68 were registered in Inverness ‘County and 64 in 
Ross and Cromarty. (Table ‘H and page 2.) 

The cause of death was spectfied m 63,581 cases, or 98:7 per i cent. 
of the total deaths, while in 832, or 1:3 per cent., it was either ill- 
defined or not specified. Of the latter 813 were attributed to sudden 
death, syncope, heart failure or other ill-defined cause, while in 19 
cases the cause was unspecified. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases. — Deaths from the principal 
epidemic diseases (Nos. 1-18 of the International List) numbered . 
2,056, as compared with 2,043 in the previous year. The death-rate 
was 41 per 100,000, being the same as in the previous year. Yor the 
second year im succession the death-rate from these diseases 1s the 
smallest ever recorded in Scotland. Compared with the previous year 
an increase in the number of deaths from influenza was almost 
exactly balanced by the decline in the number of deaths from 
measles. The most frequent cause of death in this group in 1939 was

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influenza, deaths from which numbered 915,as compared with 396.in 
the previous year, which showed the smallest number recorded in 
Scotland in any year since 1920. The death-rate in 1939 was 18 per 
100,000. In the previous ten years the number of deaths from 
influenza has ranged from 3,435 in 1929 to 396 in 1938. Next to 
influenza the most frequent cause was whooping-cough, from which 
397 deaths were registered, the death-rate being 8 per 100,000. 
These deaths number 178 more than in the previous year but the rate 
is 1 below the five years’ average. Deaths from diphtheria numbered 
395, the rate being 8 per 100,000. This number is 35 less than in 
the previous year and the rate is 1 below the average. - Deaths from 
cerebro-spinal fever numbered 61, the rate being 1 per 100,000. The 
number is the smallest registered since 1914. From 1931 to 1939 
deaths from this cause showed an almost steady decline. Deaths 
from scarlet fever numbered 47, the death-rate being 1 per 100,000. 

They number 51 fewer than in the previous year and the rate is 3 
below the average. It is the smallest number of deaths ever recorded 
in Scotland from this disease. In every year since 1934 these deaths 
have shown a steady decline, and the rate of 1 per 100,000 is in strong 
contrast to those of 186 and 137 which were recorded in 1874 and 
1875. Deaths from typhoid fever numbered 19 and those from 
paratyphoid fevers nunibered 7. The combined number is 4 less than 
the five years’ average. Deaths from measles numbered only 15 and 
are equal to a death-rate of 0°3 per 100,000, being the smallest 
number and rate ever recorded from this cause in Scotland. In 1938 
such deaths numbered 549 and the five years’ average of the death- 
rates was 10 per 100,000. In 1933 deaths numbered only 36, but 
1933 and 1939 are the only years in which fewer than 100 deaths from 
measles have been recorded in Scotland. In 1893 the death-rate was. 
89 per 100,000. Other diseases in the epidemic group include 97 from 
Iethargic encephalitis, being 10 more than in the previous year and 9 
more than the five years’ average. These deaths are considerably 
fewer than were registered during the years 1924 to 1926. Since 
1931 they have ranged between 79 and 99 per annum. In many of 
the deaths now certified as due to lethargic encephalitis the original 

attack took place several years ago. Deaths from erysipelas num- 

bered 55, being 20 fewer than in the previous year. In 1934 these 

deaths numbered 204 but each succeeding year has shown a decline. 

Deaths from dysentery numbered 38 and are 2 fewer than in the 

previous year. In the three years 1936 to 1938 these deaths have 

averaged 34 per annum, but for the five years 1931 to 1935 the 

average number was only 15. Deaths from acute poliomyelitis 

- numbered 10, being 6 fewer than in the previous year. (T'ables 

23-26 and page 5.) 

Deaths from syphilis numbered 77 and are 11 fewer than the five 
years’ average. The “‘ other infectious diseases ’’ referred to on 
page 7 will be found in detail in Table J. ‘They include 9 from 
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spirochetosis ictero-hemorrhagica, 5 from pink disease, 2 each from 
the effects of vaccination, from rubella and from undulant fever, and 
1 each from glandular fever and from chickenpox. 


Tuberculosis.— Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, exclusive 
of those associated with influenza, numbered 3,526 and are 94 more 
than in the previous year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 70 
per 100,000, which is 1 more than in the previous year but 3 below 
the five years’ average. ‘The death-rate from tuberculosis has 
declined rapidly since the early years of registration, the rate in the 
period 1866-1870 having been as high as 382. The decline was 
practically continuous until 1935, when the rate remained stationary 
at 74 for three years, but in 1938 it fell to 69 and now shows a slight 
rise to 70. The death-rate from tuberculosis of the respiratory system 
was 54, as against 52 in 1938, and from other forms of tuberculosis 
16, as against 17 in 1938. 

Mortality from all forms of tuberculosis was highest in the large 
burghs, being 87 per 100,000, while in the small burghs it was 51 and 
in the landward areas 49. Compared with the rates for the previous 
year, the rates in the large burghs and im the small burghs have each 
increased by 1, while the rate in the landward areas is more by 2. 
In the individual large burghs this rate ranged from 111 in Greenock, 
108 in Glasgow, 103 in Motherwell and Wishaw and 102 in Coat- 
bridge, to 49 in Kirkcaldy, 47 in Aberdeen, 44 in Dumbarton and 38 
in Arbroath and in Perth. In Edinburgh it was 76 and in Dundee it 
was 74. In the counties, exclusive of large burghs, this rate ranged 
from 116 in Zetland, 107 in Ross and Cromarty, 69 in Inverness and 
in Orkney and 64 in Lanark, to 30 in Dumfries, 29 in Moray and in 
Perth, 28 in Peebles and 27 in Midlothian.

Mortality from tuberculosis has been declining for many years 


past, both absolutely and relatively, despite a very slight increase in 


1939 as compared with 1938. Thirty years ago (1901-1905) the 
pulmonary and non-pulmonary forms of the disease accounted for 
approximately 85 and 4:3 per cent. respectively of the total male 
deaths, whereas now the corresponding proportions are 4°6 and 1°25. 
Among females a similar trend is manifest. Formerly 8°7 per cent. 
of all female deaths were from pulmonary forms of tuberculosis and 
3-9 per cent. from non-pulmonary, but these proportions have now 
fallen to 3°9 and 1°3 respectively. A special report on the decline of 
the death-rate from tuberculosis was included in the Annual Report 
for 1935. (Tables 4, 25 and 26.) 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this group of causes numbered 
8,045 and are equal to a death-rate of 161 per 100,000. Compared 
with the previous year deaths are fewer by 27 and the rate is fraction- 
ally less but is 3 more than the five years’ average. What has already 
been said (see page xviii) about the effect on the general death-rate of 
the ageing of the population applies in an even more marked degree ~ 
to the death-rate from cancer, which is essentially a disease of the 
more advanced ages. If allowance is made for the altered age 
incidence since 1931 it is found that the death-rate for 1939, which is° 
13 per 100,000 above that for 1931, is the same as the rate for that 
year, when standardised to the age distribution of Scotland in that 
year, the rate so standardised being 148. The crude death-rates and 
the standardised rates are as follows :—

The most frequent sites among males were the digestive system 
(stomach, intestine, rectum, liver and cesophagus), the respiratory 
system, the genito-urinary system, and the buccal cavity (mouth, 
tongue, &c.). Among females the sites affected, in order of numer- 
ical importance, were the digestive system, breast and genitalia. 
Compared with the numbers for the previous year increases among 
males are observed in cancer of the digestive organs (principally 
stomach and rectum) and of the respiratory organs (pr incipally lung). 
Among deaths from cancer of the digestive system, male deaths from 
cancer of the liver or gall bladder declined from 196 to 168. Deaths 
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among females from cancer of the uterus and other genital organs 
increased from 668 in 1938 to 716 in 1939. Female deaths from 
cancer of the buccal cavity declined from 93 to 74, despite an increase 
from 11 to 21 in cancer of the tongue. Female deaths from cancer of 
the bladder increased from 38 to 58. (Tables 25, 26, 28.) 

Comparing deaths from cancer with the average for the ten years 
1921-30 it is found that for all sites combined there is a general 
increase of 21 per cent. This rate of increase is greatly exceeded in 
the case of cancer of the respiratory organs, in which the number has 
more than doubled, while deaths from cancer of the male genito- 
urinary organs have increased by more than 50 per cent. On the 
other hand deaths from cancer of the uterus have never since 1931 
equalled the average number recorded during 1921-30 until the year 
now under review when deaths were 19 more than that average. 
Deaths from cancer of the buccal cavity, compared with the average 
for 1921-30, have also been below that average in every year since 
1931 and the number recorded in 1939 is the smallest for any year 
since 1931. 


Diabetes.— Deaths from this cause numbered 819, being 40 fewer 
than in the previous year. Male deaths numbered 274 and female 
545. The death-rate, 16 per 100,000, is 1 less than in the previous 
year. In 1925 deaths from diabetes numbered 457, which was lower 
than for the years immediately preceding, but since that year the 
number has steadily increased until 1937, when it was 867, being the 
highest number ever recorded in Scotland. But in 1938 the number 
declined to 859 and, as already indicated, in 1939 it has stul further 
declined to 819. This number, however, is still higher than in any 
year prior to 1937. Compared with the average for the preceding five 
years the number is 12 more, males accounting for 11 of*the increase 
and females for only 1. A detailed examination of the trend of 
mortality from this cause was given in an Appendix to the Annual 
Report for 1931. It was then found that at that date any improve- 
ment was greater among males than among females, that there was 
a definite improvement in the younger ages, but that in later life 
mortality had increased. In 1939, compared with 1938, male deaths 
were fewer by 13 and females by 27. (Page 9.) 


Other General Diseases.— In addition to the foregoing diseases 
there were 162 from rheumatic fever, being 65 fewer than in the 
previous year, 117 from chronic rheumatism, being 21 fewer than in 
the previous year, and 172 from diseases of the thyroid and para- 
thyroid. The last named are 3 fewer than in the previous year and 
include 114 from exophthalmic goitre. Deaths from all forms of 
anzemia numbered 300 and are 16 fewer than in 1938. They include 
253 from pernicious anemia, being 6 fewer than in 1938. Deaths 
from leukemia and aleukemia numbered 172, being 18 fewer than 
in the previous year. A special Appendix on deaths.from pernicious 
anvmia appeared in the Report for 1931. The diseases summarised 
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under No. 69 (‘‘ Other General Diseases ’’) are shown in detail in 
Table J. (Page 9.) 


Diseases of the Nervous System.— Deaths from this group of 
diseases numbered 8,169 and are 397 more than in the previous year. 
These deaths have shown a declining tendency during recent years. 
They numbered as many as 9,023 in 1932, but declined each year 
thereafter until 1938, when they numbered 7,772, so that 1939 is the 
first year which has shown an increase since 1932. The increase in 
the past year is more than accounted for by the excess in deaths attri- 
buted to cerebral hemorrhage, apoplexy, embolism and thrombosis 
and softening, which numbered 6,405, as against 5,916 in 1938. Deaths 
from hemiplegia and other forms of paralysis, which numbered 355, 
were 17 more than in 1938. Comparing the numbers for 1939 with 
those for the peak year of 1932 it is found that deaths attributed to 
cerebral hemorrhage and apoplexy numbered 4,340 in 1939 as against 
4,996 in 1932, deaths from cerebral embolism 124 against 299, deaths 
from cerebral thrombosis 1,763 as against 1,207, and deaths from 
cerebral softening 178 as against 138. Deaths ascribed to hemiplegia 
have declined from 512 to 314. Other causes included with diseases 
of the nervous system include 81 from encephalitis and other inflam- 
mation of the brain and 179 from meningitis (other than tuberculous 
or cerebro-spinal). The former are 16 more than in the previous year 
but the latter are 10 fewer. Deaths from general paralysis of the 
insane numbered 74 and are 43 fewer than in the previous year. It 
is the lowest number ever recorded in Scotland from this disease, the 
previous lowest being 94 in 1937. Between 1911 and 1920 these 
deaths averaged 248, with a maximum of 290 in 1915. Between 1921 
and 1930 they averaged 191 and since 1931 the average number has 
fallen to 117. From 1930, when they numbered 181, there was a 
decline each year until 1935, when they numbered 100. Deaths from 
tabes dorsalis, which numbered 45, have also shown a declining 
tendency in recent years. Between 1921 and 1930 they averaged 71 
per annum and the number was as high as 72 in 1931, but in the last 
three years (1937-39) the average has fallen to 51. (Pages 11, 12.) 


Diseases of the Circulatory System.— Deaths from this group of 
diseases numbered 16,852, being 1,414 more than in the previous 
year. This increase is almost entirely accounted for by the increase 
in the number of deaths from heart disease, which numbered 15,459 
as against 14,115 in 1938. The remarkable increase of recent years 
in deaths attributed to heart disease has been commented upon in 
recent Reports. They increased from 7,410 in 1926 to 13,698 in 
1936, thus almost doubling in ten years. The number increased by 
662 in the following year but declined by 245 in 1938. The increase 
from 14,115 in 1938 to 15,459 in 1939 is the largest so far recorded in 
any single year. Within the group individual headings show quite 
marked variations. The most marked relative increase is in diseases 
of the coronary arteries, including angina pectoris, deaths under this 
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heading having increased from 823 in 1931 to 2,293 in 1939. Male 
deaths from this cause are almost twice as many as female, and at 
ages under 55 they numbered 298 as against only 49 female. Deaths 
from myocarditis of chronic and unspecified duration, have increased 
since 1931 from 3,475 to 7,737, an increase of over 120 per cent. On 
the other hand deaths from endocarditis, acute and chronic (including 
valvular heart disease) have declined from 3,095 to 2,401 and deaths 
from unspecified heart disease from 1,205. to 958. These changes 
may be partly due to more exact diagnosis. Other deaths under this 
eroup included 755 from arterio-sclerosis, 213 from gangrene, 139 
from aneurysm, 101 from other diseases of the arteries and 64 from 
diseases of the veins. There were also 108 deaths attributed to 
abnormalities of blood pressure. (Table 23, pages 13, 14.) 


Diseases of the Respiratory System — Deaths from these causes 
(excluding those associated with influenza and with tuberculosis) 
numbered 6,469, being 605 less than the number for the previous 
year, which was the lowest recorded up to that year. Of them 2,653 
were attributed to bronchitis, 2,949 to pneumonia (of which 782 were 
certified as due to lobar pneumonia), 125 to pleurisy, 20 to diseases of 
the nose and 31 to diseases of the larynx, while 691 were ascribed to 
other diseases of the respiratory system, including 391 from con- 
gestion of the lungs and 163 from asthma. A noteworthy feature of 
these deaths in 1939 is that while, compared with those of the 
previous year, deaths from bronchitis were more by 191, those from 
all forms of pneumonia were fewer by 883. In consequence, while 
deaths from pneumonia normally exceed those from bronchitis by 
from 40 to 60 per cent., in 1939 the excess was only 11 per cent. 
Certain other causes showed a tendency to increase as compared with 
the numbers for the previous year. Thus deaths from congestion of the 
lungs increased by 74, those from asthma. by 6 and those from chronic 
interstitial pneumonia by 11. If to the deaths from bronchitis and 
pneumonia there are added those in which influenza was a contribu- 
tory cause, it is found that the death-rate from bronchitis was 55 per 
100,000, being 5 more than in the previous year but 8 less than the 
five years’ average. In the case of pneumonia the corresponding 
death-rate is'65 per 100,000, being 15 less than in the previous year 
and 36 below the average of the five preceding years. With the 
exception of the rate for last year, the bronchitis death-rate is the 
lowest on record for Scotland, while the death-rate from pneumonia 
is also probably much the lowest. It is true that a death-rate of 65. 
was. also recorded in 1865, but as this was accompanied by a death- 
rate of 204 from bronchitis it is probable that at that time many 
deaths were attributed to bronchitis which were really due to 
pneumonia. (Tables 21-26.) 


Diseases of the Digestive System.— The total number of deaths | 
ascribed to this group of diseases, apart from malignant disease and 
tuberculosis, was 3,477, being 183 fewer than in the previous year. 
It is the lowest number recorded from this group of diseases for any 
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year since the present system, based on the International classifica- 
tion, was brought into use. In 1911 these deaths numbered 5,771, in 
1921 they numbered 4,674, in 1931 they numbered 3,536, since when 
the number has ranged between 3,922 in 1936 and 3,477 in 1939. In 
all probability some part of this decline has been more apparent than 
real, as more accurate diagnosis may have had the effect of detecting 
malignant disease in cases which in former times would have been 
certified as due to non-malignant diseases of the digestive system. 
Thus in 1911 there were 5,771 deaths registered as due to diseases of 
the digestive system, but of these 2,306 were deaths of children of 
under two years of age ascribed to diarrhoea, leaving 3,465 other 
deaths. For 1939 the corresponding numbers were 3,477, 778 and 
2,699. Thus, excluding diarrhoea among young children, there was a 
decline from 3,465 to 2,699. On the other hand deaths from cancer of 
the digestive tract increased in the same period from 3,334 to 5,010. 
This appears to point to a considerable transfer which may be ex- 
plained on the ground of changes in diagnosis. Deaths in the non- 
malignant digestive group include 629 from ulceration of stomach or 
duodenum (59 fewer than in the previous year) and 778 from diarrhoea 
among children of less than two years of age (57 more than 1n 1938), of 
which 232 occurred in September and October. There were also 387 
deaths from appendicitis (43 fewer). Deaths from all diseases of the - 
liver numbered 500, as compared with 599 in 1938. ‘They include 
179 from cirrhosis of the liver, 82 from gallstones and 172 from 
cholecystitis. In 1938 the corresponding numbers were 203, 123 and 
204, so that in each case there is a considerable reduction. (Page 16.) 


Diseases of the Genitc-Urinary System. — These collectively 
ntunber 2,718, being 19 fewer than in the previous year. Deaths 
from this group of diseases show comparatively little variation from 
year to year. Since 1921 the range has been only from 2,978 in 1929 
to 2,629 in 1933, and the number in 1939 is the smallest since the last 
mentioned year. Deaths from diseases of the kidney numbered 1,959 
(13 more than in 1938), those from urmary calculus and conditions 
affecting the bladder and urethra 235, diseases of the male repro- 
ductive organs 457 and diseases of the female reproductive organs 67, 
a decrease of 19 as compared with 1938. In the case of the others the 
differences were unimportant. (Page 18.) 


Diseases of Pregnancy and Childbirth.— These collectively num- 
bered 390 and are 42 fewer than in 1938. This is the smallest 
number of such deaths ever recorded in Scotland. They are equal 
to a death-rate from these causes of 4°49 per thousand live births, 
the rate for sepsis alone being 1:01. In the previous year these two 
rates were 4°87 and 1:69 respectively. As these rates have shown 
rather remarkable changes in recent years, those for years since 1931 
are shown below. (The numbers and rates for years preceding 1931 
are not strictly comparable with those in this series, as in previous 
years a rather higher preference than at present was given to a cause 
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coming under this category when shown in association with another 


cause. This difference was more fully dealt with in the Annual 
Report for 1931.)

It will thus be seen that in 1934 the rate from puerperal sepsis 
reached the high level of 2°68 per thousand births, a figure which had 
never been reached in any previous year since 1891, but since 1934 it 
has declined in almost every year until it has now reached 1:01, the 
lowest ever recorded in Scotland, the previous lowest having been 
1:15 in 1918. On the other hand, compared with the previous year, 
deaths from other puerperal causes show an increase from 282 to 302, 
the rate having risen from 3:18 to 3-48. This increase is not 
associated to any marked degree with any one cause, but small 
increases are noted under several headings. These deaths include 78

from puerperal hemorrhage, 61 from puerperal albuminuria and 
convulsions, 38 from phlegmasia alba dolens or embolism and 13 each 
from abortion (not returned as septic) and from uncontrollable 
vomiting. 

From all puerperal causes the rate in the large burghs was 4°4, in 
the small burghs 4°3 and in the landward areas 4-7. In the previous 
year these three rates were respectively 5-2, 47 and 4:2. The im- 
provement is therefore most marked in the large burghs, while in the 
landward areas the rate is actually higher. From puerperal sepsis 
alone these rates are 1:1, 0-6 and 1:0 as “against 2°0, 1:2 and 1:3 in the’ 
previous year. In the large and small burghs, therefore, the rate is 
only about half of that for 1938. Deaths from septic and from non- 
septic conditions are shown in Table 27 for each county and large 
burgh. As is usually the case, rates based on these figures show 
considerable ‘ variations, which are not necessarily statistically 
significant, owing to the small numbers involved. (Table 27 and 
page 19.) 

For the first time in Scotland, the number of still-births regis- 
tered is available. They numbered 3,832 and calculated on total 
births, live and still, the maternal mortality is 4-30 per thousand, 
that for puerperal sepsis being 0°97 and for other puerperal causes 
3°33. 

In addition to the deaths classified as due to puerperal conditions, 
there were 82 deaths associated with pregnancy and childbirth but 
not so classified. These are shown in Table K (1). In 1938 these

deaths numbered 96. Thus the total number of deaths in which 

pregnancy or parturition was present, and so may have contributed to 
the cause of death, was 472, the corresponding rate being 5-43 per 
thousand live births or 5-20 per thousand total births, including still- 
births. This supplementary table is available only for years since 
1931, and since that date the maximum rate (including supplement- — 
ary causes) for any year is 8-18 per thousand live births, which was 
recorded in 1935. Included in this supplementary list for 1939 are 19 
deaths from heart disease, 14 from tuberculosis,'9 from pneumonia 
and 8 from influenza. It must be borne in mind that this supple- 
mentary table includes all cases in which the ecertifier stated that the 

death had occurred during pregnancy or within four weeks thereafter, — 
but in the great majority of these supplementary cases shown in 

Table K (1) the puerperal condition was not actually specified as a 

contributory cause of death. 

Table K (2) shows the mortality rates by age groups from all 
puerperal causes combined, from puerperal sepsis and from other 
puerperal causes. Owing to war conditions the ages of the mothers 
of children born in 1939 have not been classified, but it has been 
assumed that the age distribution has been the same as in the last 
six months of 1938. (See Appendix VI to Annual Report for 1938). 
The rates apply to all mothers, married and unmarried, without 
distinction. The mortality is at a minimum in the case of deaths 
from all puerperal causes combined (excluding the deaths mentioned 
in preceding paragraph as possibly contributory) at ages between 20. 
and 25, being 2°18 per thousand, while it rises to 11: 5D between 40 
and 45 and to 18 10 at ages over 45. In the latter group, however, 
the numbers are rather small for the compilation of reliable rates. 
In general terms, the mortality at ages under 20 is rather higher than 
at 20-24, but thereafter the rate increases with the age of the mother. 
Comparing the rates for 1939 with the average-for the years 1934-38, 
also shown in the Table, it is found that the greatest improvement 
between that period and 1939 is shown at the younger ages. Thus at 
ages under 20 the rate is 2°62 for 1939 as against 4-29 for 1934-38, and 
at ages 20-24 it is 2:18 as against 3-90. Thereafter, except at 25-29, 
in- which the improvement is comparatively small, the improvement 
diminishes with increasing age of mother, but the rate is lower for 
each age group up to age 45. Rates “have not been calculated for 
individual puerperal causes (except sepsis) for 1939, but those for the 
five years 1934-38 are repeated from last year’s table. | 


Diseases of the Skin and Cellular Tissue.— These numbered 235 
as compared with 243 in 1938 and 332 in 1937, when the numbker was 
higher than in any year since 1930. The decline since 1987 was 
specially marked in the case of deaths froxh cellulitis or acute abscess, 
which numbered 129, as against 139 in 1938 and 200 in 1937. Deaths 
from carbuncle or boil numbered 32, as against 39 in 1938 and 62 in 
1937. (Page 20.) 
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Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion.—These account for 107 
deaths, being 1 fewer than in 1938. They include 63 from acute 
infective osteomyelitis and periostitis. (Page 20.) 


Malformations.— To this group there were assigned 611 deaths as 
against 594 in 1938. These deaths have numbered over 600 in 1936, 
in 1937 and in 1939. Attention was drawn in the Report for 1937 to 
the tendency towards increase in deaths from this group of causes. 
From 1933 to 1935 they averaged 516 per annum, but during the past 
four years they have averaged 606 and the total deaths from this 


cause seem for the present to have stabilised round that figure. In 


1938 the deaths were almost equally divided between the sexes, thus 
showing a departure from the usual marked predominance of male 
deaths over female in this group, but in 1939 the male deaths were 
higher at 342 against 269 female deaths. The greater part of this 
excess of male deaths over female is found under congenital heart 
disease. As will be seen from Table lL, deaths included 63 from 
congenital hydrocephalus, 184 from spina bifida or meningocele, 
194 from congenital heart disease and 170 from other congenital 
defects. Comparison with numbers for 1938 shows ‘no very marked 
differences. The great majority (552) of these deaths occurred in 
the first year of life. (Table L.) 


Diseases of Early Infancy.— Deaths from these causes collectively 
numbered 2,594 and are 44 more than in the previous year. This 
number is naturally closely related to the number of births, and when 
the rates per thousand births are calculated it is found that between 
1931 and 1937 they ranged from 33-2 in 1933 and in 1935 to 31°6 in 
1932. In 1938, however, the rate fell to 28:8 but rose again to 29-9 
in 1939. Deaths in 1939 from premature birth numbered 1,448. 
Since 1931 the rate per thousand births from this cause rose to a 
maximum of 18°8 in 1934 and in 1935, but thereafter fell to 15:4 in 
1938, with a rise to 16-7 in 1939. Attention was drawn in the Report 
for 1938 to the considerable increase in the number of deaths

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attributed to injury at birth. In the years 1921-24 they never ex- 
ceeded 100, numbering only 25 in 1921. From 1925 to 1934 they 
numbered betw een 100 and 200. .In the years 1935 to 1937 they 
exceeded 200 in each year, in 1938 they numbered 306 and in 1939 
they increased to 315. The rate per thousand births has steadily 
increased from.1°8 in 1981 to 3°6 in 1939. On the other hand deaths 
from congenital debility have decreased each year, numbering 910 in 
1931 and “only 512 in 1939. (Page 21.) 


Senility. a Péaths assigned to this cause numbered 2,468, being 
164 more than in the previous year, when the number was the ‘lowest 
ever recorded in Scotland. These deaths have shown a generally 
declining tendency for very many years, probably at least pany due 
to improved certification. (Page 21.) 


Violence.— Deaths from violence numbered 3,412 and are 534 
more than in the previous year. It is the largest number of deaths 
from violence recorded in Scotland since 1915 B; 457). , The principal 
factor in the increase over the numbers for 1938 is to be found in the 
increase from 1,600 to 2 047 in those from crushing accidents and — 
falls, which include deaths due to transport accidents. | 

The number of deaths from suicide is 459, being 1 fewer than in 
the previous year. Of these deaths 312 were of males and 147 of 
females. The former are 15 more than in 1938 and the latter are 16 
fewer. With the exception of 1987, when the number was 453, it is 
the smallest number of deaths from suicide registeréd in Scotland 
since 1926. Of these deaths 290 were by poisoning, of which 221 
were by coal gas and 46 by lysol and allied preparations. The former 
are 19°more than i in 1938 but the latter are 12 fewer.. Suicidal deaths 
from cuts and stabs numbered 44, from drowning 42, from gunshot 
wounds 19 (7 fewer than in 1938), from hanging 36 (8 fewer), from 
precipitation 19 (5 more), on railways 5 and from other or unspecified 
means 4. Except where otherwise stated, differences from the 1938 
numbers are slight. Suicidal deaths from poisoning other than those 
specified above numbered 23, including 3 from the barbiturate group 
(luminal, &.). Other non- accidental deaths included 32 by homicide 
and 30 from wounds of war. (Tables 29 and 30 and page 21). 

Of the accidental deaths 243 were attributed to burns and scalds 
(of which nearly one quarter were of children aged between 1 and 5 | 
years), 10 to conflagration, 326 to drowning, 38 to gaseous poisoning 
of which 35 were by coal gas, 11 to other acute accidental poisoning, 
115 to suffocation, of which 77 were of children aged under one year, 
15 to accidents with firearms, 17 to weather agencies and 15. to 
electric'ty (lightning: excepted). . Compared with the numbers for 
the previous year the principal differences are that deaths from acute 
accidental gaseous poisoning are 15 fewer, and less than in any year 
since 1934. Deaths from accidental burning are 31 more than in the 
previous year, when deaths from this cause were exceptionally few, 
and those from nccidentat drowning were 35 more, the number being 
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larger than in any year,since 1933. In addition to the deaths from 
accidental poisoning there were 160 cases in which death occurred 
during or after adininistration of an anesthetic for therapeutic pur- 
poses, and in which the anesthetic may or may not have been a 
contributory cause. In 22 of these cases the anesthetic specified 
was chloroform, in 28 it was ether, in 27 it was nitrous oxide and 
ether and in 21 it was ethyl chloride and ether. The total number 
of cases in which chloroform was included in the specification of the 
anesthetic was 40. In 94 cases ether was so specified, and nitrous 
oxide in 50 eases. The full list of the anesthetics used and also of 
the poisons in the su‘cidal and accidental deaths will be found in 
Table 30. In the Report for 1938 further details were given of the 
changes in recent years in the use of chloroform, of ether and of 
nitrous oxide as reflected in the number of deaths occurring after the 
administration of each. The numbers for 1939 give little indication 
of any important change. 

Deaths due to accidents in coal and other mines and quarries 
numbered 159, being 22 more than in the previous year, and those 
from accidents with machinery increased from 17 in 1938 to 19 in 
1939. 

As already indicated, there was a large increase in the number of 
accidents due to crushing and falls, in which are included deaths 
from transport accidents as well as those from accidental falls.

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Deaths from accidents in connection with motor and other forms of 
mechanical transport numbered 805, being 212 more than in the 
previous year. This is considerably larger. than has been recorded. 
for any previous year. With the expansion of motor transport, such 
deaths increased with considerable steadiness over a great number of 
years, culminating in what was to prove for many years the peak 
figure of 747 in 1930. Thereafter there was a certain decline in the 
numbers, which in 1935 reached the comparatively low level of 555, 
being the lowest figure since 1928, but there was an increase in the - 
years following, and in 1938 these deaths amounted to 593. Deaths 
from railway accidents, which are specially subject to fluctuation from 
year to year, numbered 75, as against 106 in 1938. Deaths from 
tramway accidents, which in 1938 numbered only 22, amounted to 66 
in 1939. Deaths from accidents with horse-drawn vehicles numbered 
10 in 1939 as against 8 in 1938, and those from other or unspecified 
means of land transport numbered 30 as against 45. Deaths in 
connection with water transport (excluding deaths by drowning) 
numbered 27 as against 39, and those from ‘accidents i in connection 
with aircraft “njatered 53 as against 8. (Table M.) 

Further scrutiny of the excess number of deaths from violent 
causes indicates that this excess occurred principally in the last four 
months of the year and was probably associated with the ‘* black- 
out ’’ conditions which then prevailed. Thus while deaths from 
accidents with motor vehicles numbered 805 as compared with 593 
in the previous year, in the first eight months of the year there was a 
decline from 376 in 1938 to 353 in 1939, while for the last four 
months of the year they increased from 217 to 452. ‘Taking all other 
cases which were classified to crushing or falling, it is found that 
while for the entire year they increased from 1,007 in 1938 to 1,242, 
in 1939 for the first eight months of the year this increase was only 
from 693 to 701, while in the last four months they increased from 
314 to 541. Some part of this increase is due to increases in the 
number of deaths from tramway and from aircraft accidents (51 of

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the 66 deaths from tramway accidents occurred in the last four 
months), but leaving these out of account it is apparent that. there 
was a considerable increase which cannot be accounted for by traffic 
accidents alone and which was probably due to miscellaneous accidents 
(e.g. falls) due to darkened conditions. Deaths from the accidental 
causes specified in Table M have not been classified according to 
month of registration, but comparing the age and sex distribution 
of persons dying as the result of accidents in connection with motor 
vehicles only, in the last three months of 1939 with that for the 
corresponding three months of 1938, it is found that the increase 
among males is 150 and among females only 6. The increase among 
children under 15 years of age is only 3, among persons between the 
ages of 15 and 45 it is 39, between 45 and 75 it is 100, and at ages 
over 75 it is 14. These figures may be taken as probably indicative 
of the increases for the last four months of the year. (Table M and 
page 46.) 

Relative Frequency of Causes of Death.—'T'able O shows in order 
of frequency the causes of death to wh:ch were ascribed at least 1 per 
cent. of all deaths during 1939, together with the corresponding 
figures for the preceding year. The list includes 50,540 deaths or 
78:5 per cent. of the total registered during the year. As is usually 
the case, the three most frequent causes of death were heart disease, 
malignant tumours, and cerebral hemorrhage and allied conditions. 
Compared with the percentages for the previous year that for heart 
disease increased from 22°4 to 24-0 and that for cerebral hemorrhage 
from 9-9 to 10°5, but that for malignant tumours declined from 12:8 
to 12°5. Pneumonia, which occupied the fourth place in 1938 with 
671 per cent. of the total, has now declined to seventh with 4:6, and 
tuberculosis with 5-5 per cent. in each year has advanced from fifth 
place to fourth. Violence, which in 1938 was seventh with 4°6 per 
cent., has now advanced to fifth place with 5-3. Less important

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changes may be seen in the Table. The leading feature in this table 
for recent years has been the steady increase in the proportion of 
the total deaths ascribed to heart disease. In 192]-30 this percentage 
was 11°5, in 1938 it was 22°4 and in 1939 it was 24:0. 


Infant Deaths.—The most important causes of death under one 
year of age were congenital causes (3,146), pneumonia (852) and 
diarrhoea (703). Causes showing much smaller numbers were 
whooping-cough (236), bronchitis (167) and convulsions (143). 
Fuller details of the deaths of children under one year of age will be 
found in Table 31. From this table it will be seen that of the 5,955 
children who died before completing their first year, 1,156 did not 
survive one day, 1,133 others did not survive one week, and 890 
others did not survive one month. Table P (1) shows the proportions 
who died during various periods of the first year of life in recent 
years. From this table it will be seen that there is little change in 
the mortality per thousand live children born for children aged under 
one month, but that the position gradually improves with advancing 
age until at ages between six and twelve months the mortality is 
only one-half of what it was in 1926-30. There has been a decline 
of about one-third in the mortality in this period in the past five 
years. In Table 32 will be found the months of the year in which 
these infant deaths occurred... The numbers ranged from 718 in 
January, 622 in February and 550 in March, to 431 in June, 429 in 
July, 406 in September and 385 in August. This range is most 
marked in the case of deaths from respiratory diseases, numbers for 
which ranged from 225 in January and 148 in February to 43 in 
September and 35 in August. In the case of diarrhoea this range was 
from 106 in October and 104 in September to 37 in February and 36 
in April. Not a single child aged under one year died from measles 
in the six months from May to October inclusive. Table 33 shows 
for each County and Large Burgh the distribution of these infant 
deaths according to age (days, weeks, &.). In this table also some

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of the rates, being based on comparatively small numbers, are not 
always statistically significant. (Tables 31-33.) 

In 1937 there were added to these tables for the first time ex- 
tended figures relative to the deaths of illegitimate children at ages 
under one year. The difference between the rates for all children 
and for illegitimate children only in various periods of the first year 
of life have already been referred to (see page xxiii). In Table 31 
there will be found the diseases which show the greatest number of 
deaths, both for all children and for illegitimate separately. As in 
the previous year, the mortality among illegitimate children appears 
to be rather greater than the average in the case of deaths from con- 
genital debility, from diarrhoea and from syphilis and rather less in 
the case of deaths from congenital malformations. In 1939 the rate 
seems rather lower also in the case of deaths from diseases of the 
respiratory system. (Table 31.) 


Children under Five Years.-—'Table P (2) shows the deaths from 
certain causes in children under five years of age. The total number 
of deaths in this group is 7,377, being 884 fewer than in the previous 
year, but if children under one year are excluded the number is 1,422 
against 2,098 in 1938. As will be seen from Table 24 the death-rate 
for ages 1-4 is 4'5 per thousand as against 6°6 in 1938. In this group 
(1-4) deaths from measles numbered only 7 as against 355 in 1938, 
while deaths from scarlet fever were fewer by 25 and those from 
diphtheria by 2. On the other hand deaths from whooping-cough 
were more by 48. Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis were fewer 
by 53 and those from pneumonia were fewer by 231 (225 as compared 
with 456) but deaths from bronchitis number the same (31). Deaths 
from meningitis (not tubercular or cerebro-spinal) numbered 39 and 
those from digestive diseases 169. These numbers are very similar 
to those recorded in 1938.

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APPENDIX I. 


SEVENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT ON THE VACCINA- 
TION OF CHILDREN IN SCOTLAND (1938). 


This report deals with the vaccination of children born in Scot- 
land during the year 1938 who in the ordinary course should have 
been vaccinated during that year or during the first half of the year 
1939. 

Children whose births were shown in the Vaccination Returns 
for the year 1938 numbered 88,606, of whom 5,020 died before 
vaccination. This leaves 83,586 survivors, and it is the latter num- 
ber which more especially falls to be accounted for here. (Table 36.) 

Of the 83,586 children surviving, 35,281 or 42°21 per cent. were 
either certified to have been successfully vaccinated or reported to 
be insusceptible to vaccination by reason of previous uncertified 
vaccination, 1,200 or 1:44 per cent. were certified as insusceptible 
to vaccination for reasons other than previous vaccination, and 47,105 
or 56°35 per cent. Were not reported as vaccinated, the majority of 
these, 42,248 or 50°54 per cent. of the total, being unvaccinated by 
reason of Declaration of Conscientious Objection on the part of the 
parents. This is the eleventh year in succession in which the last- 
named percentage has shown an increase, although on this occasion 
the increase is very slight (50°54 as against 50°43 in the previous 
year). (Table 36.) 

The vaccinated children numbered 35,281, for whom the 
statutory certificates of vaccination were submitted in respect of - 
35,103 and certificates of previous vaccination in respect of 178. 
The percentage (42°21) of those surviving is 1:00 less than in the 
previous year. Prior to the passing of the Vaccination (Scotland) 
Act, 1907, by which conscientious objection on the part of the parents 
became a valid reason for avoiding statutory ‘vaccination, over 91 
per cent. of the children born and surviving in Scotland were success- 
fully vaccinated, but thereafter the proportion fell to a minimum of 
54 per cent. in 1918. In the year 1920, when there was an outbreak 
of smallpox in Glasgow, this rate rose to 71 per cent., but since then 
it has steadily declined, reaching the lowest so far recorded of 42 per 
cent. in the year under review. In the counties, burghs included, 
the percentage of surviving children who were successfully vaccin-: 
ated ranged from 76:7 in Kirkcudbright, 73°6 in Aberdeen and 72:0 in 
Moray, to 23:5 in Dunbarton, 21:1 in Caithness, 13-9 in Orkney and 
6:3 in Zetland. In seventeen counties less than half of the surviving 
children were reported to be successfully vaccinated. In Zetland the — 
births registered during the year numbered 279 and surviving 
children numbered 272, of whom only 17 were reported to be vaccin- 
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ated. In the large burghs the percentage successfully vaccinated 
ranged from 81-2 in Aberdeen, 62°4 in Perth and 58°7 in Edinburgh, 
to 22°0 in Hamilton, 19°5 in Dumbarton and 18-2 in Greenock. ‘Tn 
Glasgow it was 41:9 and in Dundee 25°4. 

Children reported as not vaccinated, or as being constitutionally: 
insusceptible, numbered 48,305 or 57:79 per cent. “of the total sur- 
vivors. In the previous year the number and percentage were 46,716 
and 56°79 respectively. Of the 48,305 unvaccinated children, 1,200 
were certified as constitutionally insusceptible to vaccination, 42,248 
were unvaccinated by reason of Statutory Declaration of Conscien- 
tious Objection, 1,522 were unvaccinated by reason of postponement 
of vaccination with medical certificates, and 3,335 were unvaccinated, 
or presumed to be so, through being lost sight of by removal from 
the district of registration or otherwise. (Table 36.) 

Certificates of Constitutional Insusceptibility numbered 1,200, 
which is 113 more than in the previous year. This is the first year 
since 1932 in which an increase has been recorded. In the counties 
certificates of insusceptibility were relatively frequent in Wigtown 
(3°4 per cent.) and in Sutherland (2-9 per cent.), but were less than 
1 per cent. in 13 counties. In the large burghs this percentage varied 
from 45 in Rutherglen and 2-5 in Perth to less than 1 per cent. in 
ten burghs. Prior to 1926 these cases normally numbered less than 
1,000. per annum, but they have exceeded 1,000 in every year since 
that date, and in 1929 and in 1932 they numbered more than 2,000. 
Since the latter date there had been a decline each year, but in 1938 
there was an increase of 113. (Table 36.) 

Children exempted from vaccination by reason of parental con- 
scientious objection numbered 42,248 and constituted 50-54 per cent. 
of the total children surviving. This number is 764 more thar in the 
previous year and 2,758 more than the mean of those of the preceding 
five years. The percentage is 0:11 more than that for the previous 
year and 2°67 more than the mean of the previous five years. It is 
the highest percentage of children unvaccinated for this reason which 
has hitherto been recorded. Although this percentage has shown a 
continuous increase each year since 1928, the rate of increase has 
slowed down considerably in recent years, with the single exception 
of the percentage for 1937. For the fifth year in succession the 
percentage of children in this group is greater than among the 
successfully vaccinated, being now 50°54 as against 42°21. In the 
counties, burghs included, this percentage ranged from 92°3 in 
Zetland, 84-1 iD Orkney, 70°7 in West Lothian and 70-6 in Dunbar- 
ton, to 22°4 in Kincardine, 20°3 in Moray, 20°1 in Aberdeen and 18°3 
in Kirkeudbright. In the large burghs it ranged from 78:2 in 
Greenock, 77-9 in Dumbarton, 74:3 in Hamilton, 72:7 in Dundee and 
70°6 in Clydebank, to 34-4 in EUnburgh, 32:0 in Perth and 14-2 in 
Aberdeen. As has been previously pointed out the same counties 
and burghs tend to appear year after year among those showing 
maximum and minimum percentages of cases of conscientious 
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objection, and correspondingly among those counties and burghs 
which show low and high percentages respectively of children 
successfully vaccinated. (Table 36.) 

Children who were still unvaccinated at the end of 1939 by reason 
of postponement on medical grounds numbered 1,522 and constituted 
1:82 per cent. of those surviving. In the previous year this number 
was 1,400 and the percentage 1:70. During the past few years the 
percentage of children in this group has on almost every occasion 
been less than in the year preceding, this being only the second 
occasion in ten years on which an increased percentage has been 
indicated. (Table 36.) ~ 

Children whose vaccinations were unaccounted for through 
removal from the district of registration or otherwise numbered 3,335 
and amounted to 3:99 per cent. of the total surviving. In the 
previous year the corresponding number and percentage were 2,745 
and 3°34 respectively. (Table 36.)

ADDITIONAT, STATISTICS REGARDING MARRIAGES 
REGISTERED tn SCOTLAND purRtIna THE YEAR 1938, 


A preliminary statement regarding the marriages registered in 
Scotland during the year 1938 was incorporated in the Eighty-Fourth - 
Annual Report of the Registrar-General dealing with the detailed 
statistics of the régistered births and deaths of that year, but as full 
details of the registered marriages were not available at the time 
when the report was prepared the statement was necessarily 
restricted and dealt only with the number of marriages registered in 
1938 and the marriage-rates. It is now supplemented by this 
detailed report on these marriages, including a statistical account of 
the method of proclamation, the church of celebration, the ages and 
conjugal conditions of those marrying and the method of signing the 
marriage schedules, by writing or by mark. 

In the Eighty-Fourth Annual Report it was stated that the 
number of marriages registered in Scotland during the year 1938 was 
38,747, but after complete examination of the registers the adjusted 
number was found to be 38,716, the provisional figure being in excess 
by 31. The marriage-rate for the year 1938, which is 7°75, differs 
but little from the provisional rate, which was given as 7-76. The 
corrected number of marriages is 1,645 more than the mean of the 
number registered annually during the five preceding years, while 
the marriage-rate is 0°26 above the mean. (Table 8). 


Regular and Irregular Marriages.— Of the 38,716 marriages 
registered during the year 1938, 33,232 or 85°8 per cent. were regular, 
i.e. solemnized by a minister of religion after proclamation of banns 
or after publication of notice at a registrar’s office, while 5,484 or 
14-2 per cent. were irregular, i.e. contracted without proclamation of 
banns or publication of notice and not solemnized by a minister of 
religion. In the previous year regular.marriages constituted 87-7 
per cent. of all marriages registered. In the early years of registra- 
tion irregular marriages were very few, the annual average prior to 
1870 being less than 50, but it was 263 between 1871 and 1880, 650 
during 1881-90, 1,428 during 1891-1900 and 2,034 during 1901-10. 
During the period 1911-20, which included the years of the Great 
War, the average number increased to 5,312, but during the period 
1921-30 it declined to 4,287, and compared with that average the 
total for 1938 is more by 1,197. The proportion which irregular 
marriages bear to the total has likewise increased. In 1855-60 it 
was only 0-09 per cent., and in 1861-70 it was 0-18 per cent., but in 
— 1871-80 the decennial average amounted to 1:04 -per cent., and there- 
after it steadily increased to a maximum of 14:90 per cent. in 1911-20, ~ 
~ with a subsequent decline to 12°74 per cent. in 1921-30. The highest 
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figures for individual years were registered during the war period, 
the percentages then ranging from 16°38 in 1917 to 20°48 in 1915. 
From 1929 to 1935 the tendency was for this percentage to decline 
slowly, and the percentage for the latter year (11:5) was the lowest 
since pre-war years, but the rate in 1936 increased to 11-9, in 1937 
to 123, and now in 1938 to 14-2. Practically three- fourths of these 
irregular marriages are registered in the two cities of Glasgow and 
Edinburgh. Of the total marriages registered in the large burghs 
during 1938, 20-1 per cent. were irregular, while for the rest of 
Scotland the corresponding percentage was only 3-4. Of these 
irregular marriages 5,020 took place in the large burghs and 464 in 
the remainder of Scotland. The former number 1s 544 more than in 
the previous year and the latter is 226 more. In Dumfries County 
the number of irregular marriages increased from 133 in 1937 to 316 
in 1938. The increase within the Burgh of Dumfries was negligible. 
In the large burghs taken individually the percentage of irregular to 
total marriages ranged from 27:3 in Edinburgh, 25-2 in Glasgow, 
24‘9 in Inverness and 24°6 in Dunfermline, to 0-9 in Airdrie, 0-7 in 
Coatbridge, 0-6 in Port Glasgow and 0°3 in Clydebank. In counties, 
all burghs included, this rate ranged from 386 in Dumfries, 24:0 in 
Midlothian, 19°5 in Lanark, 17:2 in Inverness and 15:0 in Moray, to 
0 in Berwick, in East Lothian, in Peebles and in Roxburgh. In 
1937 in Dumfries County this proportion was only 19-5. Of the 5,484 
irregular marriages, 5,477 were registered by Warrant of the Sheriff 
and ¥ on production of Extract Decree of Declarator. (Table 9.) 


Method of Publication.— Of the 33,232 regular marriages regis- 
tered throughout the year, 25,245 or 76:0 per cent. of such marriages 
were solemnized after proclamation of banns in respect of both 
parties, 7,276 or 21-9 per cent. after publication of notice in respect

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of both parties and 711 or 2-1 per cent. after proclamation of banns 
for one and publication of notice for the other party. (Table Q.) 
The percentage of regular marriages celebrated after proclamation by 
banns has been steadily increasing in recent years. In 1913, the year 
before the war of 1914-18, it was 60-3, in 1919 it was 66:1, in 1929 it 
was 69°9, and although it declined to a small extent in the three 
years following it has now risen to 76°0 as already stated. The 
percentage of those celebrated after publication shows a correspond- 
ing decline. (Table 9.) 

Of the regular marriages in large burghs, 13,569 or 68-2 per cent. 
of such marriages were celebrated after banns, 5,942 or 29°8 per cent. 
after publication of notice, and 402 or 2-0 per cent. after banns in 
respect of one and publication of notice in respect of the other party. 
In the other districts of Scotland 11,676 or 87:7 per cent. were after 
banns, 1,334 or 10-0 per cent. after publication of notice and 309 or 

: 2°3 per cent. after banns and publication of notice. In the counties 
: of Caithness and Sutherland all the regular marriages were after 
proclamation of banns, and this was the case with 98 per cent. or 
more of the regular marriages celebrated in the counties of Berwick, 
‘Kirkcudbright, Nairn, Orkney, Peebles, Wigtown and Zetland. 

Table Q has been constructed to show the frequency and denom- 
ination of those married after proclamation of banns and after 
publication of notice. Marriage after banns was relatively most 
frequent in the Church of Scotland (89-9), in the United Free Church 
(69-6) and in the Baptist Church (69-0), while marriage after publica- 
tion of notice was relatively most frequent in the Roman Catholic 
Church (79-8 per cent.) and among the Jews (78°5 per cent.). 


Church of Celebration.— Of the 33,232 regular marriages, 24,012 
or 72°3 per cent. were celebrated according to the forms of the Church

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of Scotland, 4,760 or 14°3 per cent. according to those of the Roman | 
Catholic Church, 1,129.or 3-4 per cent. according to those of ‘the 
Congregational Church and 1,033 or 3-1 per cent. according to the 
forms of the Scottish Episcopal Church. Those according to the 
forms of the Baptist Church numbered 516, of the United Free 
Church of Scotland 365, of the Methodist Church 351, and of the 
Free Church of Seotland 344, while 173 were solemnized according 
to the forms of the Christian Brethren. (Tables Q and S.) 

The relative frequency of marriage according to the principal 
denominations in the aggregate of large burghs and other districts is 


shown in Table R, for previous years in Table 8, and in individual 


burghs and counties in Table 10. - It will be observed that the pro- 
portion of marriages according to the forms of the Presbyterian 
Churches are relatively less frequent in the large burghs than in other 
districts. Marriages according to the forms of the Church of Scot- 
land constituted at least 85 per cent. of all marriages registered in 
the counties of Berwick, East Lothian, Kincardine, Kinross, Kirk- 
cudbright, Orkney, Peebles and Wigtown, while Roman Catholic 
marriages constituted at least 15 per cent. of the total in the counties 
of Bute, Dunbarton, Lanark, Renfrew and West Lothian. In the 
large burghs Church of Scotland marriages were relatively most 
frequent (70 per cent. or over) in Kirkcaldy, in Kilmarnock, in 
Falkirk, in Rutherglen and in Arbroath, while Roman Cathone 
marriages were most frequent (25 per cent. or over) in Greenock, in 
Coatbridge, in Hamilton, in Dumbarton and in Port Glasgow. A 
list of the principal denominations and communities named in the 
Marriage Registers for 1938 is given in Table 8. (Table 10.) 


Conjugal Condition of those Marrying.— Of the 38,716 males 
marrying during the year, 36,142 or 93:4 per cent. were bachelors, 
2,187 or 5°6 per cent. were widowers, and 387 or 1:0 per cent. had 
been divorced. Of the 38,716 females marrying 37,179 or 96-0 per

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cent. were spinsters, 1,175 or 3-0 per cent. were widows, and 362 or 
1-0 per cent. had been divorced. The combinations of the various

From the above table it may be deduced that 97-7 per cent. of the 
bachelors married spinsters, while 1:5 per cent. married widows ; 
that 70-2 per cent. of the widowers married spinsters, while 26:3 per 
cent. married widows, and that of all males who had been divorced 
82°2 per cent. married spinsters, 10°6 per cent. married widows and 
7-2 per cent. married women who had been divorced. Of all spinsters 
marrying 95-0 per cent. married bachelors and 4:1 per cent. married 
widowers ; among widows 47°6 per cent. married bachelors and 48-9 
per cent. married widowers; of women who had been divorced 71-0 
per cent. married bachelors, 21:3 per cent. married widowers, and 
7-7 per cent. married men who had been divorced. It will be 
observed that although 387 divorced men and 362 divorced women 
remarried during the + year, in only 28 cases was it stated that each of 
the parties to the marriage had been divorced. In 1936 this number 
was 26. (Table 11.) 

When the numbers showing the civil condition of those marrying 
are compared ‘with those for. previous years, it 1s found that, in 
general terms, the percentage of previously married persons who 
marry again shows a steady decline. The percentages for the whole 
period of registration in Scotland are reproduced herewith :—

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Starting with the decennial period 1871-1880, when the number 
with unstated civil condition was only 0:2 per cent. of the total, it 
will be seen that while in that period 12:0 per cent. of the males 
marrying were widowers, in 1921-30 the percentage had fallen to 
7-4, and this percentage has declined practically every year since and 
is now only 5:6. In the case of widows the tendency is similar, but 
is not so clearly defined. From 1871-1880 (6:3) until 1901-1910 (4-9) 
the decline was uninterrupted but was not so marked as in the case 
of widowers. The war of 1914-1918, however, on account of 
the numbers of young married men who were killed, caused a great 
increase in the numbers of young widows, many of whom remarried, 
and for this reason the percentage of widows among the women 
marrying increased to 66 in 1911-1920, but declined to 4:8 in the 
following decade. But in the individual years since that period it 
has averaged only about 3:1 and was only 3:0 in 1938. 


Method of Signature.— Of the 77,432 persons who were married 
during 1938, 80 (87 men and 43 women) signed the marriage schedule 
by mark and the remainder in writing. This number is slightly 
higher than that for 1937 (77) but is below the average for recent 
years. The great decrease in this number since the early days of 
registration is noteworthy. In the decade 1861-70 an annual num- 
ber of 7,123 persons signed by mark, but by 1891-1900 this average 
had fallen to less than 2,000, and by 1911-1920 to a little over 500 
per annum. Since 1924 the annual number has always been less 
than 200 and since 1932 it has never exceeded 100. The change in 
the sex proportions is likewise striking. Whereas prior to 1870 
females signing by mark outnumbered males by 2 to 1, towards the 
end of the century this ratio was 15 to 1. In recent years the 
numbers of males and females assigned to this group have been more 
nearly equal, while on four occasions males have actually exceeded 
females. (Table 8.) 7 | |

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The age distribution of persons signing by mark is shown in 
Table T and the Church of Celebration in Table U. In fhe former 
table it will be observed that, compared with the total marriages 
registered among persons of a given age, those signing by mark are 
relatively most frequent at the older ages, 50 years sand ov er. This is 
more particularly evident among women. In ‘the case of women aged 
60 and over the proportion who signed by mark is 4:7 per cent. It 
may be noted that those signing by mark include a certain number of 
blind persons. Of the 80 who signed by mark 33 were married 
according to the forms of the Church of Scotland, 27 according to 
those of “the Roman Cathohe Church and 8 ace cording to those of 
churches of other denominations, while 12 were married irregularly. 
In 1937 the last-mentioned number was 22. 


Ages of those Marrying.— The average age of all men marrying 
during the year was 29-7 and of all women 26:7 years. In the aggre- 
gate of large burghs the average age at marriage was 29-9 for men 
and 26-9 for women. In each of these cases this age is the same as 
in the previous year. In the other districts of Scotland these averages 
were 29°4 for men and 262 for women. In 1937 this average for men 
was also 29:4, but for women it was 26°3. It will be observed that, 
as is usually the case, the average age is rather higher in the case of 
marriages celebrated in the large bur ehs than in those celebrated 
elsew here i in Scotland. (Tables 12 and 13). 

The average ages arranged according to the conjugal condition 
of those marrying are set forth below in tabular form :—

The average age of all bachelors marrying is the same as in the 
previous year, of all widowers 0°8 more, of all divorced men 0°6 more, 
of all spinsters 0-1 less, of all widows 0-7 more and of all divorced 
women 0-1 less. Tables 14 to 18B show in combination the ages of 
those married, together with their conjugal condition before 
marriage. The ages of divorced men or divorced women are 
published i in Tables 184 and 188, but without differentiation to show 
the conjugal condition of the other spouse, although the results have 
been tabulated. (Tables 14-188.) 

The excess of the average age of bridegrooms over that of the 
brides is 3-0, being the same as in the previous year. Bachelors 
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marrying spinsters were on an average older than the bride by 2°7 
years, widowers marrying spinsters older by 10:2 years and widowers 
marrying widows older by 6:0 years, but the average age of bachelors 
marrying widows is less by 0°8 year. Compared with the previous 
year, the excess is rather higher in the case of widowers, other 
figures being the same as in that year. 

The average age of men at marriage in the counties, inclusive of 
burghs, ranged from 33:0 in Ross and Cromarty, 32°6 in Nairn, 32°5 
in Bute and 32°4 in Argyll, to 28-7 in Fife, 28°6 in Kincardine and in 
West Lothian, 28°5 in Clackmannan, 28°4 in East Lothian and 27-6 
im Kinross. The average age of women marrying during the year 
ranged from 28:9 in Zetland, 98-8 in Argyll, 28°7 in Bute and in Ross 
and Cromarty and 28°5 in Inverness, to 25-7 in Fife, 25°6 in East 
Lothian, 25°5 in Clackmannan and it West Lothian and 25-1 in 
Kinross. In the large burghs the average age among males ranged 
from 30-7 in Inverness, 30-4 in Edinburgh and in Dumfries and 30-1 
in Glasgow, to 28°6 in Arbroath, 28:5 in Greenock, 28-4 in Airdrie 
and 27°9 in Port Glasgow. In Dundee it was 29°6 and in Aberdeen 
29-9. Among females this average ranged from 27°8 in Inverness, 
27°4 in Dumfries and 27:3 in Edinburgh, to 25-7 in Greenock and in 
Airdrie, 25-4 in Falkirk and 24:4 in Port Glasgow. In Glasgow it was 
27-0 and in Dundee and in Aberdeen it was 26°8. (Tables 12 and 13.) 

The youngest bridegrooms of the year were 4 bachelors aged 16 
and 49 bachelors aged 17. All of these married spinsters, of whom 8 
were only 16 years of age. The youngest brides were 216 aged 16, 
all of whom except two married bachelors whose ages ranged from 16 
to over 60. The remaining brides of this age married widowers. 
(Tables 14-17.) , :

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The oldest men marrying. were nine aged over 80, of whom two 
were over 85. All of these were widowers, and all of them married 
brides aged between 55 and 80. Two of the brides were widows. 
The oldest women marrying were 19 over 70 years of age, of whom 
four were over 75. Eight of these brides were spinsters and two of 
these married bachelors. Eleven of them were widows and two of 
these married bachelors. In each of these 19 cases the bridegroom’s 
age was between 55 and 85. Seven girls aged 16 married men aged 
over 30, and four others aged under 25 married men of over 60. The 
youngest divorced men who remarried were 5 aged under 25, while 
1 was aged over 65. The youngest divorced women were 22 aged 
under 25, while 5 were aged over 60. 
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APPENDIX IT. 


REPORT ON THE WEATHER IN SCOTLAND FOR THIS 
~ YEAR ENDING 31st DECEMBER 1939. 


Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh. 


Under the heading of ‘* Meteorological Notes ’’ a descriptive 
account of the weather is given in the ‘‘ Monthly Returns ”’ 
published by authority of the Registrar-General, and the notes are 
accompanied by statistics for some of the Principal Towns. The 
present report, for the whole year, is of a general character as to the 
text, and to it are appended tables summarizing the statistics of the 
various stations. (Pages 133-137.) 


General.—The outstanding features of the year are indicated in 
the course of the report. The most notable were :— 

1. The dryness of the spring and late summer months, which 
periods were separated by an unusually wet July. 

2. The heat wave weather at the end of May and beginning of 
June. 

3. The frequent and severe thunderstorms from July to 
September. 


Pressure and Winds.—For the year as a whole barometric 
pressure was above normal for the first time since 1933, the excess 
over normal being 0:02 inch. The monthly pressure means were 
above normal in March, in May and June, from August to October 
and in December ; and below normal in the remaining five months. 
The greatest departures ftom the normal were in January and 
December when the mean pressures of 29:593 and 29-981 inches were 
0-304 inches below and 0-210 inches above their respective normals. 
The only other month in which the departure from normal amounted 
to 0:2 inch was November. 

In January there was a considerable excess of winds between 
north-west and north-east, while February had a marked excess of 
south or south-west winds. In both months, but especially in 
February, gales were frequent and at times severe. From March to 
June northerly winds predominated. There were many gales in this 
period but none were of marked severity. There was an excess of 
south-westerly winds during July ; the few gales which occurred were 
confined to the western seaboard. Quiet conditions prevailed in 
August with an excess of winds from north-east and east. In 
September and October winds were mainly from a northerly point 
and in the latter month they often reached gale force, though the 
severe gale of October 10th off the east coast blew from the south. 
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November had an excess of southerly or south-westerly winds and 
many gales, that on the 26th being of unusual severity. In Decem- 
ber there was a small excess of north-easterly winds. Many gales 
occurred in the extreme north, Lerwick reporting winds of gale force 
on 10 days in December. 


Noteworthy Gales.—The first severe gale of the year occurred on 
January 15th when the wind attained a mean speed of 50 miles an 
hour on the Bell Rock, while in gusts it reached 70 miles per hour. 
During a southerly gale on February 6th a mean wind speed of 51 
miles per hour was registered in Edinburgh with gusts up to 81 miles 
per hour. A severe gale occurred in northern districts during the 
night of February 15th-16th when eusts up to 85 and 80 miles per 
hour were registered at Lerwick and Stornoway respectively. <A 
southerly gale of great severity was that of October 10th ; on the Bell 
Rock the wind blew at more than 50 miles an hour for several hours 
in the forenoon and individual gusts ranged up to nearly 80 miles per 
hour. In a very stormy November the south-westerly gale of the 
26th was of outstanding severity. Mean wind speeds of more than 50 
miles per hour were registered both in the west and in the east of 
Scotland while individual gusts exceeded 75 miles per hour. The 
gales of December 9th and 13th were of more than usual severity in 
northern districts. 


Temperature.—Mean temperature for the country as a whole 
exceeded the normal by 08° F. ‘It was the ninth successive year 
with a mean temperature equal to or in excess of the normal. Only 
January, July, October and December had mean temperatures below 
normal. The greatest departures from normal were in February and 
November when the mean values were 3:0° F. and 2:7° F. above 
their respective normals. Other months in which the excess over 
normal reached 2° F. were June, August and September. Of the 
cold months, January and October had mean temperatures which 
were as much as 2° F. below their respective normals. The highest 
temperatures of the year occurred in a heat wave which began about 
May 29th and continued through the first week of June when shade 
maxima of 80° F. to 85° F. were registered at numerous stations. 
The highest readings were 88° F. in Glasgow on June 4th, 87° F. in 
Edinburgh on the 5th and 86° F. at Perth on the 4th. A reading of 
Sr “2. at Logie Coldstone on May 30th was outstanding, being ‘the 
highest temperature recorded in Scotland in any May since 1922. 
The coldest w eather of the year occurred in the first week of January. 
Temperatures fell to 1° F. at Dalwhinnie and Braemar on the 4th, 
6° F. at Logie Coldstone on the 6th, and 7° F.. at Balmoral on the 
4th, 6th and 7th, and at West Tinton on the 6th. Ground frosts 
were unusually severe during this period and ground minima of 
—2° F. were registered at Braemar on the 4th and at Dalwhinnie on 
the 6th. 


Rainfall.—Over Scotland as a whole the general rainfall of the 
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year represents 96 per cent. of the normal. The deficiency was most 
marked in the west and north-west. In those districts many- places 
had little more than 80 per cent. of their normal precipitation and at 
Ullapool the total, 35-22 inches, represents only 73 per cent. of 
normal. Over a considerable part of east Scotland, and in an elon- 
gated area stretching from the Firth of Tiorne to the Solway Firth, 
totals were shghtly in excess of the normal. July was relatively the 
wettest month with 166 per cent. of its normal rainfall, though 
November with a general rainfall representing 142 per cent. of 
normal actually had the greater measured precipitation. January 
was noteworthy for persistent rather than intense rain, most places 
having precipitation on about 25 days. February was dry in the east 
but m west Scotland it was the wettest February for many years. 
In the very wet area near Loch Quoich the stations of Kinlochquoich 
and Loan each had 27:5 inches of rain in February. March had a 
normal rainfall. The spring months, April to June, were all dry, 
May being the driest month of the year with a general rainfall repre- 
senting only 44 per cent. of-normal. Areas adjacent to the Moray 
Firth and in Dumfriesshire received even less than a quarter their 
normal precipitation in May. In the wet July more than 10 inches 
of rain fell over large areas in Argyll and Inverness-shire. The 
heaviest total reported was 14:7 inches on Ben More in Mull. August 
to October were dry months and in the Western Highlands some 
stations established new low records for this quarter. Persistent and 
heavy rains were general in November. At many stations in the 
west the month’s totals exceeded 15 inches. At Kinlochquoich 
and Loan the totals were 17°5 and 16:7 inches respectively. The 
year closed with the driest December since 1933. 


Snow.—A good: deal of snow accompanied the cold weather in 
January. Braemar reported six to eight inches of undrifted snow in 
the first week and again about eight inches on January 28th and 29th. 
There were heavy falls also in the first week of February. Snow fell 
on the Cairngorms on June 10th and 11th and again on the 24th. 
There were widespread falls in the last week of the year but the snow 
did not lie to any considerable depth. _ 


Thunder. — Thunderstorms were reported in every month and 
were particularly numerous during the summer. In July, August 
and September thunder was reported on 21, 16 and 15 days respec- 
tively. During a storm at Troon on July 15th about two inches of 
rain fell in 50 minutes. Unusually severe storms resulting in 
widespread damage to property and loss of life occurred on August 
26th. Heavy thunder rains occurred in the west on September 3rd. 
An intense storm in Skye on November 6th was | accompanied by 
heavy hail. 


Flooding.—The storm at Troon on July 15th resulted in flooding 
to a depth of four feet in the lower parts of the town. On the same 
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occasion Prestwick experienced the heaviest flooding for years. On 
August 26th Troon was again subjected to much flooding. The rams 
of September 3rd caused severe floods in Islay and serious landslides 
on both sides of Loch Eck which blocked waterways and culverts. 


Sunshine.—In the north and west totals were generally up to the 
normal, but in east Scotland there was a shortage of bright sunshine. 
Of the individual months, June had both relatively and absolutely 
the highest totals. In this month more than 250 hours’ sunshine 
were enjoyed at many places in the west. August was a sunny month 
in the west and north; but sunshine was deficient in central districts 
and east Scotland.. October was beautifully fine over most of the 
country. July was a dull month, many places in the west and north 
having less than half the normal sunshine. At Stornoway it was the 
dullest July on record. February, November and December also had 
poor sunshine records. The highest aggregates for the year were 
1,552 hours at Tiree, 1,483 hours at Arbroath, 1,447 hours at Oban 
and 1,429 hours at Lundin Links. 


Fog.—Fog occurred in all months but there were few periods of 
thick fog. On March 10th fog extended over practically the whole of 
the southern counties. It was widespread and persistent in east 
Scotland from August 21st to 29th. Fog was of greatest frequency 
in January, October and December, in which months it was reported 
at one place or other on 22, 28 and 29 days respectively. The Clyde 
area was particularly affected and in these months Greenock ex- 
perienced fog on 16, 20 and 22 days respectively. 


Aurora.—Aurora was observed in every month except June and 
July. It was most frequent in October (18 nights) and February, 
March and April (14 nights each). A fine display on February 6th 
was seen as far south as Peterborough and South Petherton (Somer- 
set). Observations in Scotland of a display on February 24th were 
impaired by cloud but over England and Wales conditions were 
almost perfect and some beautiful effects were observed. An out- 
standing display on October 3rd was seen at many places in the south 
of Scotland.

ADOPTED CHILDREN REGISTER.

This enactment provides for the legal adoption of children in 
Scotland by Order of the Court, and for the registration of such 
adcptions in an Adopted Children Register kept at the General 
Registry Office, Edinburgh. This Register is open for search and 
Extract purposes under the same conditions as are the Registers of 
Births, Deaths and Marriages, and an Extract from the Adopted 
Children Register is evidence of adoption, and also of the date of 
birth of the child if such date is recorded in the relative entry. 
The Act came into operation on 1st October 1930, and the following

APPENDIX VI. 


REGISTRATION OF STILL-BIRTHS. 


Prior to the passing of the Registration of Still-Births (Scotland) 
Act, 1938, still-births were not registered in Scotland. The Act 
came into force on 1st January 1939, and this is therefore the first 
Annual Report in which it is possible to present any statistics on the 
subject. Some figures have, however, already been published in the 
periodical returns (weekly, monthly and quarterly) of the Registrar- 
General for the year 1939. The particulars required by the Act to 
be stated include the usual details necessary in the case of registration 
of a birth under the Registration Acts and the Population (Statistics) 
Act, 1938. A statement as to the cause or probable cause of death, 
if known, ‘is also required to be made by the doctor or midwife who 
certifies the still-birth.* In this respect the Scottish Act differs from 
the Act operating in England and Wales. 

The total number of still-births registered in Scotland during the 


~ year 1939 was 3,832, and as there were 86,899 living births registered, 


the still-births are equivalent to a rate of 42 per thousand of the total 
children born, including the still-born. No comparative rates for 
Scotland in former years are available, but this rate is slightly higher 
than the corresponding rate for England and Wales, which was 38 1 in 


1939. 


The geographical distribution of these still-births is shown in 
Table $.B. (1). While the aggregate of the large burghs and the 
ageregate of the counties, exclusive of large burghs, both have rates 
practically the same as the national rate, individual districts show 
rates which vary widely from the mean, ranging from 91 in Kinross 
and 82 in Nairn to 25 in Bute and in Zetland, but in each of these 
cases showing: wide deviation from the mean the numbers are small 
and the resulting rates are of little statistical significance. In Glas- 
gow the rate was 45, in Edinburgh 40, in Dundee 43 and in Aberdeen 
36.

* The Act defines as a still-born child ‘‘ any child which has issued forth from its 
mother after the twenty-eighth week of pregnancy and which did not at any time after 
being completely expelled from its mother breathe or show any other signs of life,’ 
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For the regional divisions as defined below* the foregoing table 
has been prepared showing the still-birth rates separately for the 
large burghs and counties (exclusive of large burghs) as well as for 
Scotland as a whole. 

Regionally the only major difference is in respect of the Northern 
Division, where the rate, 39°3 per thousand total births, is definitely 
below that for Scotland. The rates in the two parts of the industrial 
belt and in the Border group of counties scarcely differ among them- 
selves. For the Large Burghs regionally this low Northern rate is 
even more striking, the rate, 34-6, being appreciably below that for 
all large burghs. The highest rate is for the West Central group 
of large burghs, the second highest being for the East Central group. 
For Counties separately a similar trend geographically to that for 
large burghs is manifest, but the regional differences are on a 
definitely smaller scale, the North and South having the lowest and 
the two parts of the Central belt the highest rates. Comparing Large 
Burghs with Counties as a whole, there is little difference in the 
still-birth rate, but in the individual regions the urban rate is con- 
sistently less than that for the rest of the region. Still-births, while 
affected in some degree by factors relating to geographical location, 
would not appear to be greatly influenced by factors associated with 
urbanisation. 

Table S.B. (2) shows still-births classified according to age of 
mother and (in the case of legitimate births) according to the number 
of previous children born to the mother. It is found that the number 
of still-births per thousand births is 32 at ages under 20 and 30 at 
ave 20-24, but thereafter the rate increases steadily with the age of 
the mother to 73 at age 40-44 and 136 at ages over 45; the last rate, 
however, is based on small numbers and is therefore of doubtful 
statistical value. In the three age groups of mothers under 30 years 
the rate is appreciably under the average and in the later age-groups 
consistently over the average. It will fits be seen from Table S.B. (2) 
that with increase of maternal age the still-birth rate progressively 
increases, subject to the exception in the first age period, where the 
rate is rather higher than when the mother is in the 20-24 age-group. 
The still-birth rate among mothers aged over 40 years, where about 
1 in 13 viable foetuses is born dead, is about 80 per cent. in excess of 
the average for all ages and over 23 times the minimum rate which 
is found among mothers of 20-25 years. (The ages of the mothers of 
living children have been calculated on the proportions shown for the 
six months July to December 1938. See Appendix VI of Annual 
Report for that year. The corresponding statistics for 1939 have not 
been compiled owing to war conditions.) 


Illegitimate Still-Births.— The still-birth rate issome 14 per cent. 
higher for illegitimate births than for legitimate, but the relation

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between the two rates is affected by the fact that the average age of 

unmarried mothers is lower than that of married mothers. From the 

figures in Table 8.B. (2) it can be calculated that at individual ages 
the excess still-birth rate when the mother is unmarried is 45 per 

cent. at ages under 20, and 38 per cent. in age group 20-25 ; but as the 

age of the mother increases the excess is very appreciably less, except 

at the age group 30-35 years. 


Age of Mother and Number of Previous Children.— Utilising 
figures for living births published in Appendix VI of the Report for 
1938, a distribution has been made of the total births living and still- 
born according tq age of mother and number of previous children, 
and rates calculated on this basis are given in the table on page Ixvii. 
From these figures investigations have been made from which it 
would appear that parity of birth as well as age of mother has an 
influence with the still-birth rate, primiparous (first) births having 
generally a considerably higher still-birth rate than those of 2-pare 
and 3-pare, but thereafter the rate increases with increasing num- 
bers of previous children. Comparing primipare with multipare 
(irrespective of actual number of children previously born) for differ- 
ent ages of mothers, the multipare show a lower proportion of 
‘still-births than primipare for each age period except under 20 
years, and particularly so in earlier reproductive life (20-30 years).

As will be seen from the following table, the rate per thousand 
births is 49 in the case of the first child, falling to 30 in the case of 
the second child, and thereafter rising to 32 in the case of the third 
child, to 41 1n the case of the fourth and to 43 in the case of the fifth 
and sixth child, while the rate is 86 in cases where there have been at 
least 10 previous children. There is an obvious relation between 
these rates and those according to the age of the mother, and to 
eliminate the element of age, rates have been calculated on the basis 
of such data as are available by age and number of previous children 
(see accompanying table). It is found that where the numbers dealt 
with are significant, there is in most age-groups no great or pro- 
gressive difference in the rates after the birth of the first child. Thus 
in the case of age 25-29 the rate for the first child is distinctly higher 
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than the average for the age group (48 as compared with 36), but. 
thereafter the range is only from 25 to 35, with no very significant 
change for increasing number of children. In the case of mothers 
aged 40 and over the rate is considerably lower at the birth of the 
second child than at the first birth, but thereafter it shows a moderate 
increase.

In Table 8.B. (3) will be found a detailed analysis of multiple 
births in which at least one of the children was still-born. All 
statistics referring to multiple births previously published in Tables 
1 and 2 of these Reports have included only cases of children born 
alive. Thus, the birth of two children, one of whom was still-born, 
was counted as a single birth, while a case of two living children and 
one still-born ranked as only a twin birth. In an earlier part of this 
Report (see page xiv) it is indicated that 1,095 mothers gave birth 
to living twin children and 14 to living triplet children, but if still- 
born children are included it is found that there were 122 additional 
cases of the birth of twin children in which one child was still-born 
and 32 in which both children were still-born, while in addition to 
the numbers of triplet births of living children there was one in which 
two were living born and one still-born. 

Adding numbers of still-births to those already feund in respect of 
children born alive, it is found that the total number of children born 
was 90,731 (86,899 living born and 3,832 still-born), the total num- 
ber of confinements being 89,453. Of these, 1,248 resulted in a twin 
birth and 15 in a triplet birth. Out of 2,496 twin children born, 186 
were still-born, a rate of 75 per thousand twin children born, as 

_ against a rate of 42 for all children. Of the 186 twin children still- 
| born, 97 were male and 89 female.

Certification.—Every person giving information regarding a still- 
birth must deliver to the registrar a certificate of still-birth signed 
by the medical practitioner or certified midwife in attendance, failing 
which a declaration in a prescribed form must be made by the 
informant. Out of 3,832 still-births registered, in only 3 cases was 
it necessary for the informant to make such a declaration, while in 8 
cases the registration followed the receipt of'a Schedule of Result of 
Precognition by the Procurator-Fiscal. Of the remaining 3,821 
cases, 3,616 were certified by a medical practitioner and 205 by a 
certified midwife. Thus of the total number of still-births the fact 
of still-birth was certified in 94:4 per cent. of the cases by a medical 
practitioner and in 5:3 per cent. by a certified midwife. | 

Principal Causes of Still-birth.—The complete list of causes, 
shown separately by sex and by age of mother, is given in Table 
S.B. (4). Of the broad groups, the largest number is contained in 
the ill-defined and unknown. Of the total 3,832 still-births, the 
cause is ill-defined in 901 cases and is stated to be unknown in 362 
cases. Part of this high proportion of iJ]-defined and unknown causes 
is, no doubt, due to the novelty of the scheme, and will doubtless be 
reduced as the value of specification of still-births by cause becomes 
apparent. For instance, in the group of ill-defined causes, 341 are 
ascribed to asphyxia, some of which are probably due to difficulties 
of delivery of various kinds; macerated foatus (175), of which in 
some cases the cause (toxemia, syphilis, &c.) may have been known 
to certifier. It will be noted that the 362 cases where it was definitely 
stated that no obvious cause was apparent represent nearly one-tenth 
of all still-births. If no large part of this group is attributable to 
detectable causes, and therefore not likely to be reduced by more 
accurate recording on the certificate of the cause of death, the size 
of the group is of itself evidence sufficient to show the need for in- 
vestigation of the factors leading to still-birth before any hope of 
improvement can be entertained. Difficulties in labour together con- 
stitute the second most important group of ante-natal deaths, 863 or 
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just less than one quarter being attributed thereto. Of the in- 
dividual causes in this group the largest number is ascribed to 
abnormal presentation (284), to prolapse of the umbilical cord (185) 
and to prolonged labour (178). the cause of the delay in those cases 
being unstated or unknown. Foetal deformities form the third most 
important group, 529 or 14 per cent. being so ascribed. Of these the 
most frequent individual causes. mentioned are anencephalus (192), 
hydrocephalus (106) and multiple defects (57). Ante-partum hemorr- 
hages cause only slightly fewer deaths than malformations, namely 
495 or 13 per cent. of the total. Of these the majority are certified 
as due to accidental hemorrhage and only a minority as unavoidable 
(placenta previa). In 18 per cent. of those haemorrhages no dis- 
tinction is possible, the cases being merely recorded as ante-partum 
hemorrhage. Toxemias, excluding accidental hemorrhage, num- 
bered 342 and form less than 10 per cent. of all still-birth 
causes in the series, the largest number in the group being 
merely recorded as toxemia. Of those specified, eclampsia is, as 
expected, the most outstanding, nephritic toxeemia (possibly in many 
cases synonymous with the foregoing) being next. Cases due ~ 
hyperemesis are negligible in frequency as causes of still-birth, 
doubt due in part to ‘its occurrence earlier in pregnancy and restora 
rather of abortion than still-birth. General diseases of the mother 
are stated as the cause of still-birth in the surprisingly small propor- 
tion of 2 per cent. (77 cases) of the total. Of these 20 were certified 
as due to syphilis.

As regards age-specific rates by cause groups, in all instances these 
are very much heavier for infants born to older mothers, particularly 
so in the deaths due to ante-partum hemorrhage, where, among 
mothers over 40 years of age, the rate is about’ four times the rate 
among young women, and those due to difficulties of labour, where 
the rate is nearly three times as high. In the remaining three groups 
of defined causes, the still- birth rate among those born to older 
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mothers is more than twice as heavy as among the younger. In 
respect of ante-partum hemorrhage and of fcetal deaths from ill- 
defined and unknown causes the rate among infants of mothers aged 
under 20 years is slightly higher than in those of mothers in the 
succeeding age groups, but from age 20 onwards the general trend of 
ante- natal mortality i is steadily upwards with age of mother, and this 
is also the case with ‘‘ other defined causes,’ ' but i in the four remain- 
ing groups mortality increases without exception from young to old.

For all causes there are 23 per cent. more males than females, 
and since the usual sex ratio of live births is in the region of 5 per 
cent. male excess, it will be seen that still-births are relatively more 
frequent in males. For individual cause groups the sex ratio differs 
widely, the maximum male excess being in the case of difficult 
labour with a 68 per cent. excess, in ante-partum hemorrhage with 
a 41 per cent. excess, and in the ill-defined and unknown group with 
a 27 per cent. excess, while from maternal toxeemias and from cases 
of general disease in the mother there is still a higher male than 
female ratio. Foetal deformities, on the other hand, are distinctly 
less frequent among males. As regards sex differences of still-birth 
rates at different ages of the mother the differences observed are 
quite irregular and do not indicate any definite correlation. The 
male excess of still-births where the mother is under 25 years is 20 
per cent., for mothers aged 25-35 it is 16 per cent. and for older 
mothers 37 per cent. 

For the classes enumerated above the following are the rates for 
primipare and multiparee respectively per thousand total births :—

From this it will be seen that still-births due to maternal toxemia 
and to difficult labour are considerably above the average in the case 
of first births, while those due to ante- -partum hemorrhage are 
appreciably below the average. 
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Month of Registration —Table 5.B. (6) shows stili-births 
classified by Cause of Death according to month of registration. The 
rate (from all causes) ranges from 46 in August and 45 in March and 
in July to 40 in January, in April and in September and 38 in June. 
There is thus little indication of any regular seasonal trend. Agegre-- 
gating the figures into four three-monthly periods, the rates (per 
thousand births) for all and for the seven groups of Causes of Still- 
births are shown below :—

Irrespective of cause, there is no very decided quarterly variation, 
but the rate is lowest in the second, highest in the third, while the 
_ rates for the first and fourth are approximately equal. For individual 
groups the numbers in the first, general diseases of the mother, are 
small, and it is doubtful if the quarterly fluctuations observed are of 
any real significance. The death-rate due to maternal toxemia shows 
high values especially in the first, but also in the third quarter. 
Mortality from ante-partum hemorrhage in the mother does not 
apparently fluctuate to any significant extent. Foetal defects show a 
winter and spring excess and a summer and autumn deficit. Foetal 
mortality from difficulties in child-bearing increases throughout the 
year to the third quarter, but falls to its lowest quarterly value in the 
winter months. Deaths from unknown and ill-defined causes in- 
crease progressively in relative frequency from the beginning to the 
end of the year. | 

In conclusion it may be pointed out that, with this, the first 
publication of definite statistics of still-births for Scotland, it is now 
possible to assess relatively to other causes of death the magnitude of 
the problem arising in this country from deaths due to ante-natal 
and to congenital causes. In the accompanying tabie there will be 
found the average number of deaths registered in Scotland during 
the three years 1937-1939 from certain causes and groups of causes. 
Under congenital causes are included deaths from congenital debility, 
from congenital defects (under one year), from premature birth, 
from injury at birth and from other diseases peculiar to early infancy. 
These averaged 3,197 per annum for the years in question, and if to 
- them there are added the 3,832 still-births, we have a grand total of 
_ 7,029 cases in which the child died either before, during or soon after 
birth. (These numbers, of course, are exclusive of ‘foetuses born 
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before the expiry of the twenty-eighth week of pregnancy, which are 
not required to be registered.)

From the table it will be seen that this total of ante-natal and 
neo-natal deaths (the latter term being used in this connection to 
indicate deaths from congenital causes) is exceeded only by deaths 
from diseases of the heart, which are more than twice as many, and 
by deaths from all forms of malignant disease, which are more 
numerous by about 10 per cent. On the other hand the ante-natal 
and neo-natal deaths are more numerous than all the deaths from 
bronchitis and pneumonia combined, and four times as many as 
deaths from these causes among children aged under 15 years. ‘They 
are also more humerous than deaths from cerebral hemorrhage. 
They are double the number of deaths from all forms of tuberculosis 
and fully two and a half times as many as those from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, or from accidental causes, fully ten times as many as 
deaths from accidents with motor vehicles, six times as many as the 
combined number of deaths from the four principal infectious 
diseases of childhood, viz., measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough 
and diphtheria, and 17 times as many as deaths of mothers in child- 
birth. If the comparison be made with deaths at ages rather than 
with deaths from certain causes, it is found that deaths from ante- 
natal and congenital causes are together approximately equal to 
deaths from all other causes combined up to and including age 18. 

Deaths from heart disease and from malignant disease, ‘the only 
two causes which are responsible for more deaths than these ante- 
natal and neo-natal causes, are essentially those of persons of 
comparatively advanced years. On the other hand the normal infant, 
by present standards, has an expectation of life of about 60 years at 
birth. It is therefore evident that those deaths which arise mainly 
from conditions existing before birth are a much more grave wastage 
of life than would appear merely from a recital of the numbers con- 
cerned, and that they constitute a problem of very special importance.
